REPORT.OF COMMITTEE ON WATER SUPPLY FOR THE 
ALMSHOUSE. 


In the original estimates as made for carrying water to 
the almshouse, the cost was figured on the basis of a 4-inch 
pipe for the whole distance, and no figures were made. for 
any gates or a hydrant. Upon consulting with the members_ 
of the Water Board, it was thought best to put in 6-inch 
pipe as far as the limits of the fire district, at least, and that 
there should be a certain number of gates on the line, and 
also a hydrant near the buildings on the town farm, the 
extra expense, if need be, to be assumed by the Water 
Department. . — 

The line as completed comprises 938 feet of 6-inch pipe, 
3,383 feet of 4-inch pipe, or 4,321 feet in ail; two 6-inch 
gates, two 4-inch gates, one 2-inch gate, and one 2-nozzle 
hydrant. The water was turned on July 15, 1896. Only — 
the appropriation made ($1,800) has been drawn from the 
town. The work was done by the men then in the employ 
of the Water Department, all of whom were residents of 
this town. The expense of the work. was as follows: —

In compliance with the public statutes, creating Boards of 
Health and defining their duties, we have the honor of mak- 
ing our annual report for the year ending December 31, 1896. 


At the beginning of the year, the Board found that in the 
death of Levi Tinkham they had lost the only person that 
they had relied upon to look after the cesspools and privy 
vaults of the village, and after due consideration by the Board, 
they deemed it advisable for the town to own a suitable 
night-soil cart ; an order was then given to L. S. Bailey for one 
to be built, and when done, was placed with J. McNally, in 
whom we have found a prompt and obliging person, quick to 
respond to the call of the Board. 

Early in May, a thorough health inspection of the village 
was made by us; several localities of doubtful healthfulness 
were corrected, in a measure satisfactory to the Board: but 
until the tenant can be made to understand that he and the 
owner are alike responsible for the sanitary condition of their 
premises, the result cannot be obtained that should be. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. ; 


There has been no serious outbreak of disease in this 
town during the year. In January, a case of diphtheria was 
reported to the Board, which, upon investigating, we were sat- 
isfied that the disease was contracted in Boston; the patient 
died, but by prompt care on the part of the Board, the 
disease spread no further. The antitoxin furnished by the 
State Board of Health was used in only four instances, and 
by some physicians there seemed to be a reluctance on their 
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part to use the new remedy until other means of treating 
the disease had been tried; this is not the mode of using it 
recommended by the State Board. In one case of diphtheria, 
where some doubt existed, a culture-tube was sent to the 
State Board of Health containing matter from the patient’s 
throat ; an early answer was obtained of ‘no diphtheria,” 
and it is hoped that the physicians will give it an early and 
fair trial in the future. 

There have been reported to the Board twenty-two cases 
of contagious diseases, and four deaths. 


SEWER, 


Forty-one sewer permits were granted. Upon the sewer 
extension laid this year, twenty-four permits were granted, 
and nearly all would have entered the sewer, were it not for 
the heavy rains that impeded the laying of the main line, 
and when completed it was-so late in the season that work 
had to be suspended. 

Not only has the property of owners along the line been 
properly drained, but the low, marshy and swampy land, 
known to the writer as ‘ Long Swamp,” when a boy, has been 
made to enter the sewer by proper catch-basins, and also 
the brook that crossed Oak Street and ran nearly to Pearl, 
and then turned and crossed Pierce Street, has been closed 
up, and much danger to the public health been done away 
with. 

The Board firmly believes that the time has come when 
the authority vested in local Boards by the statute of ’or 
should be enforced in this village, and the owners on the 
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line of the sewer be compelled to enter, until not a privy, 
vault, or cesspool can be found along any street where a 


sewer has been laid.

veed he attention to the use of the street as a dumping ground 
for paper, and other articles too numerous to mention, is 
asked. For instance: a person goes for his mail, and 
although there is a box in the office where he may drop his 
paper-wrap or envelope, he finds it much more to his con- 
venience to wait until he can throw it into the street ; again, 
the newsdealer, in his zeal to outdo the others, too often 
throws the paper which wraps his bundle into the street. 
And from the newsdealer to the peanut-vender, alike, is too 
often made a common use of the streets. Again, it is the 
wish of the Board and the Superintendent of Streets to 
have the same kept clean, and at least twice a month have 
the gutters cleaned, when out will come some merchant 
with half-sheet notices of some famous mark-down, and 
placed in the hands of careless boys to get clear of as soon 
as possible, and deluge the streets with the same. The 
writer of this report gathered from Main and Center Streets 
alone, one hundred and fifty-two of such bills in a single 
hour; and with two newspapers, one a weekly, the other a 
semi-weekly, the public must have learned that one mer. 
chant sells molasses, and another Domet flannel, and a third 
canned goods and patent medicine at cut-rate prices. And in 
conclusion, the Board believes if each and every one would 
be alive to the welfare and best interests of the town, much 
expense could be avoided.

A very substantial bridge has been built by the State at 
Fall Brook in place of the old one, which was found to be in 
worse condition when opened than was expected.

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I would say the horses were found as represented, $50 
bonus being offered for horses bought of C. H. Thomas. 
Have found them all able and willing. The carts have four 
and one-half inch tires, forward axle nine inches shorter than 
rear axle, consequently rolling a nine-inch track when used. 
The results would be valuable if all heavy teaming followed 
suit. It may have been a question about providing work 
for the teams in the winter. I would say there is no trouble 
in finding enough to do at all times and to advantage. 
I would suggest that if it is policy to own teams, that it 
would be policy to buy or lease not less than one acre of 
cheap land, centrally located, — no objection to being partly 
swampy, —and deposit the street waste on it, thereby im- 
proving it, for the term of five years, with privilege of 
buying, for a stable location and use of town. Shed room 
is necessary. We havea shed fifty feet long that could be 
removed to it and extended, and a portion of it used for 
temporary stable until such time as thought best to build a 
stable. At present we have seven four-wheeled machines 
and wagons that should be housed on this land. The crush- 
ing apparatus should be located in the future, making it 
central for operation. There is very little noise from it and 
the dust can be controlled. I think the location should be 
selected, as we have at present no home for anything in the 
village. I would thank my assistants the past year for their 
services and all who have made suggestions.

I would call the attention of the Board to the fact, that, 
during a dry season, one engine will not furnish sufficient 
power to carry the number of lights at present maintained. 

Some provision will have to be made, either by increasing 
the power or decreasing the number of arc lights. 

I would also suggest that a great deal of power daily runs 
to waste that could be made to pay an income to the town 
by a comparatively small outlay. 

If a generator and power circuit were added to the plant, 
the water power, which is not used during the day-time, 
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would supply power for various uses for the greater part of 
the year. 

The probable cost would not exceed $4,000, and I think 
an income sufficient to pay running expenses and interest 
could be secured at once. 

It would be of great assistance in inducing manufacturers 
to locate here, as we could furnish fifteen horse power or 
less to consumers at lower rates than they could produce it, 


and also secure some income for the town.

The accompanying report of the Manager of the Middle- 
boro Gas and Electric Plant will give the receipts and 
expenditures of this department for the year. 

The expenditure has been kept within the limit proscribed 
by the town as follows:

Subtracting from this amount the sum paid for interest 
and bond, $4,420.00, and the amount expended for construc- 
tion, $1,220.42, and suburban lighting, $430.60, would leave 
$2,670.98 as the actual amount, over receipts, expended by 
the town for the running expenses of the plant, salaries, etc. 

If the present number of arc lights is to be maintained, 
the purchase of another engine will be an immediate. neces- 
sity. ‘lhe maximum power required at present is about two 
hundred and ten (210) horse power, which canbe secured 
from the combined steam and water plants. During a dry 
season, we shall have nothing to rely on but the one hundred 
and fifty horse power engine, and it is evident that will not 
be sufficient. 

The purchase of an engine would also necessitate some 
changes at the station, —the removal of one boiler and the 
erection of another smokestack, which would make an 
approximate cost of $6,500. In the present condition of 
the town finances, the board would hardly advise the 
expenditure. 

If, however, the present number of arc lights be reduced 
by cutting off, for a time, the lights at North Middleboro 
and the Green, and some at the Center, until such increase 
might seem advisable, there would be no need of immediate 
extra expenditure. 

The board has established the following rates for electric 
lighting : 

Two or more lights, for constant average business or 
domestic lighting, 67% cts. per month. 

Second rate lights, to be used part of the .time daily, 
30 cts. per month. 
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Third rate or occasional lights, 10 cts. per month. 

These rates are for yearly service. 

Meter rate, 20 cts. per kilowatt hour. 

Commercial arc lights, $60 per year for three nights per 
week. 

All contracts will be made to conform to the above rates 
as soon as possible, and all new contracts will be based upon 
them. 

The plant is in good condition, and the demand for incan- 
descent lighting is increasing.

JANUARY, 1897. 


The report of the Librarian to the Trustees, giving the 
statistics and the work of the Library for the year, is here- 
with presented and made a part of the report of the Trustees, 
and as such is respectfully submitted. 

Miss Lucy M. T. Brayton has served as librarian for the 
hours from 2 to 4 0’clock p.m., and Miss Myra K. Leonard 
and Miss Alice M. Alden as occasion has required. 

The library has been open for the delivery of books every 
day, except Sundays and holidays, from 2 to 8 o’clock Pp. M. 
The reading-room tables are open to the public without 
limitation, and also the books belonging to the reference 
department, and it is intended to extend the best facilities 
of which the library is capable to students or others who 
may use it for purpose of study or reference. No special 
record is kept of those who consult the books of reference, 


or of readers of magazines or periodicals. 


REPO Oi rh risen otis toes LUNs 
To the Trustees of the Middleboro Public Library : 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present to you, and 
through you to the town of Middleboro, the twenty-third 
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annual report of the Public Library, for the year ending 
Dec. 31,.1896. , 

An account is kept of the care and delivery of the books, 
and of the number and class given out each day. The 
record shows the library open 306 days, in which the circu- 
lation has been 22,921 volumes, divided as follows : — fiction, 
13,011; juveniles, 5,079; historical fiction, 2,030; travels, 855 ; 
history, 4213; scientific, 250; literature and poetry, 604; 
religious, 118; not classified, 177; bound volumes of maga- 
zines, 376. Covered, numbered and labelled 1,960 volumes. 
The expense of repairing and rebinding continues to increase 
yearly. Readers should béar in mind that every cent paid 
for repairs reduces the available amount to be expended for 
new books. The wear and tear which many books receive 
has caused us to withdraw from the library 41 volumes; 31 
of the number have been replaced. The number of books 
rebound is 243. The total number on our Accession Cata- 
logue is 6,982, a gain of 213 for the year. 

149 persons obtained borrowers’ cards by registration. 
There are at this writing 1,706 cards on which books may 
be drawn. 

The circulation for the month of February — 2,425 — was 
the largest of the year, while that of September — 1,606 — 
was the smallest. 

Since our last report, the library, and its interests, have 
lost a valued friend, by the death, on February 2, of William 
R. Pierce. Mr. Pierce had served as President of the Board 
of Trustees for twenty-two successive years. 

By the generosity. of the late Hon. Enoch Pratt, of Balti- 
more, the Middleboro Public Library will receive a bequest 
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of ten thousand dollars. This is only one among the many 
of Mr. Pratt’s princely gifts. Surely his kind thoughtful- 
ness for this, his native town, must ever be gratefully 
remembered. 

Rev. Dr. Wm. Bayard Hale has given to the library a 
copy of his lecture delivered at Oxford, Eng., entitled, ““The 
Making of the American Constitution.” 

We have received from the Woman’s Relief Corps of this 
town, a History of the Corps of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts. | 

We have also had a number of Massachusetts State 
reports and documents from different departments of the 
national government at Washington.

There has been one death in the almshouse the past year, 
Henry Bowen, and one whom we supported in the Taunton 
Insane Hospital, Chas. H. Littlejohn. 

On account of the introduction of a water supply at the 
farm during the past year, we have been obliged to make 
some necessary expenditures in the house and stable in the 
way of piping, plumbing, etc., and furnishing hose, both for 
outside use and also for fire purposes, being provided with a 
pipe reaching from cellar to attic, with hose coupled on 
ready to be used in case of emergency. We now have a 
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good and sufficient water supply, both for domestic use and 
for fire purposes, both at house and stable, and have every 
reason to feel that it is a wise investment for the town. 
We have also been obliged to do quite a little in the way of 
improvements on the farm, many of the fences having been 
somewhat neglected for a time, but they are now in good 
condition to last for some time. The buildings are in fair 
condition, although the house should have a coat of paint 
the coming year. 

The care of the farm and inmates we feel could not be in 
better hands than those of the faithful and efficient superin- 
tendent, Mr. Nickerson, and his careful and painstaking 
wife. We think a visit to the place by any one will demon- 
strate this fact, and show that our inmates are receiving the 
best of care.

Beginning with the “back taxes” or those committed to | 
me in January, 1896, for collection, and which included all 
taxes due for the years 1888, 1889, 1890, 1891, 1892, and 
1893, I desire to state that I accepted the collection of these 
only on special condition, inasmuch as the collection of many 
could not be enforced by law, and the various complications 
connected therewith made it a very unpleasant task. Of 
these, all that are in any way collectible have been received 
excepting ‘wo, amounting to $219.64, and these are in the 
process of settlement at the present time. The taxes for 
the year 1894 are all settled and the accounts for that year 
closed. For the year 1895, there only remains ¢wo unpaid 
taxes, amounting to $207.56, and which, as in the case before 
mentioned, are in process .of payment. 

The year 1896 is as shown below. 

It will therefore be seen that there are practically no 
“back taxes”’ outstanding, a condition for which the town 
may well be congratulated.

In preparing an exhibit of the financial transactions of 


the school committee, it is just to state at the outset that no 


effort has been made merely to ascertain how cheaply the 


schools could be maintained, for the committee have very 


little sympathy with the spirit or purpose of an administra- 


tion which would sacrifice public progress and public welfare 
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to especially show a doubtful economy of expenditure. The 
mind of the school committee is a unit in one direction, to 
obtain for all pupils the best facilities, the best methods, the 
best instructors possible, by a judicious use of the means 
placed at their disposal; for they believe to do otherwise 
would rob your children of aid for which the treasures of 
worlds can afford no compensation. The committee are 
regretfully aware that there are a few individuals who will 
not agree with them on this point ; yea, unfortunately, there 
are parents who are inclined to pursue what to their minds 
is an unwise economy. 7 

The rapid growth and great prosperity of our country 
have brought to these shores their attendant evils, but . 
New England has been free from many of them, and the 
mechanic and agricultural population of Massachusetts sup- 
port the comparison for general intelligence and morality 
with any in the world, and this should be a matter of pro- 
founder self-congratulation than anything belonging merely 
to the political, economical, and physical growth of the 
community. What is it but her common schools that has 
given to Massachusetts her strong name and her great 
praise in the land; her institutions a character not excelled 
by those of any other State; built up a buttress against the 
inroads of ignorance and vice like a wall in the sea, well 
planted and well supported, broad in its foundation, and 
carried to its proper height, establishing her citizens in a 
secure and quiet retreat from shocks both of prosperity and 
adversity. 

The returns made to the National Bureau of Education 
give the total amount of school education that each inhabi- 
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tant of Massachusetts is receiving on an average as of nearly 
seven years of two hundred days each, while the whole nation 
is only four and three-tenths of such years, and, says the 
writer, ‘‘there would seem to be some connection with the 
fact that while Massachusetts citizens get nearly twice the 
national average amount of education, her wealth-producing 
power as compared with other States stands almost in the 
same ratio, at seventy-three cents per day for each man, 
woman, and child, while the average for the whole nation was 
only forty cents.” ‘This means,” writes the State Board of 
Education, ‘‘that the 2,500,000 people in Massachusetts pro- 
duce $250,000,000 a year more than they would produce if 
they were only average earners. This is twenty-five times 
the annual expenditure for schools.” These facts are given 
to stimulate the minds of those persons who are estimating 
the cost of educating children, simply, without due considera- 
tion of the returns therefrom. Or, let us take a more sordid 
view for a moment. More than one-half — perhaps nearly 
two-thirds — of the money expended for educational purposes 
in this town comes back almost directly to the pockets of 
the taxpayers, in some one of the many channels through 
which this money passes, for the money is expended mainly 
in employing the daughters of our townsmen as teachers, 
and in the purchase of material used in the schools — so far 
as can be —and in the use and care of all the school build- 
ings. There is, however, a value beyond all this, ‘The mer- 
chandise of it is better than the merchandise of silver, and 
the gain thereof than fine gold. She is more precious than 
rubies ; and all the things thou canst desire are not to be 


compared unto her!” This is promising much, but you are 
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placing your children under influences which will awaken 
their faculties, inspire them with pure and high principles, 
and fit them to beara noble, useful, and honorable part in 
the world, for the end of education is not to teach pupils to 
know and use books, but to know and make right use of 
themselves. 

If the taxpayers of Middleboro will look over the school 
reports for the past ten years, they will ascertain that there 
has been a constantly increasing demand for money for 
school purposes, and an intimate knowledge of school affairs, 
such as not more than one in twenty of the taxpayers have, 
—a knowledge of the details of the work, —justifies this 
increase, for the township is large, occupying a great deal of 
the Superintendent’s time in visitations, and the number 
of scholars is increasing, while the demand for their needs 
has augmented the expense materially. It costs more in 
every way to be in this world to-day than it did twenty years 
ago. It costs more to live in our homes; to pursue our 
several avocations ; to carry on our business; to attend to 
our social, physical, and religious duties. Is it strange, then, 
that it costs more to clothe and educate our children ? 

Everywhere the idea is gaining ground that the public 
schools exist for the benefit of the children, and that they 
should be made as pleasant and attractive as the home. 
There has been great improvement in the erection of school- 
houses, in the methods of lighting, heating, and ventilating, 
and the school furniture is far in advance of that in use ten 
years ago. In the methods of instruction there has been a 
fundamental change. The text-book method has become 
obsolete, and book knowledge alone is not sufficient. The 
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scholar must acquaint himself with the sources whence the 
book knowledge has been derived; hence a demand for 
teachers, and a director to superintend the work, of higher 
order of qualifications, and consequent increase in salaries, 
and in answer to this last demand rests not only the wise 
investment of your money, but also the standard of your 
schools ; and the man who accepts this position has no sine- 
cure, for he must be a student, a ripening scholar, and an 
earnest, energetic business man. In fact, “new times de- 
mand-new measures and new men; the world advances, and 
in time outgrows the laws that in our fathers’ day were best ; 
and, doubtless, after us some purer scheme will be shaped 
out by wiser men than we, made wiser by the steady growth 
of truth.” But the truth of to-day is, that the increased 
importance and, under the law, the greater demands of 
our schools calls for increased expenditure, a closer and 
abler superintendence, which we are now having the bene- 
fit of. : 
The Governor of this Commonwealth, in his inaugural 
address, said: ‘The supervision of our public schools by 
superintendents has been productive of much good. This 
‘policy has developed in a voluntary way, under State encour- 
agement, until now it extends to ninety-four per cent. of 
our population. A policy so overwhelmingly indorsed by 
public sentiment may well be made universal and permanent ;”’ 
and it is the purpose of the State Board of Education to 
make it so by enactment of law. 

Your Committee ask careful attention to the following 
report of the Superintendent of Schools, for the year has 
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been a period of indefatigable, earnest, painstaking effort, 
and he has here given us a summary of his faithful labors.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Commtttee: 


In accordance with your requirements, I take pleasure in 
presenting to you, and through you to the people of Middle- 
borough, a report of the condition and progress of the public 
schools of the town, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1896. It 
will constitute the twelfth in the series of annual reports of 
the Superintendent of Schools, and the fourth under my 
administration. 

While the work of the year has not been marked by any 
radical departure from that of the preceding year, it was 
characterized by efforts to improve and strengthen what was 
already begun, and it is gratifying to report steady progress. 
All the educational forces worked harmoniously and enthusi- 
astically throughout the year, having for their chief aim the 
good of the children. 

Attention is called to the following summary of statistics, 
which is intended to give some idea of the condition of the 
schools. It includes more than those of former years, but 
what has been added is thought to be of great value.

The total amount of money expended last year for the 
maintenance of the public schools was $21,772.82, a decrease 
of $828.13 from that of the year before. The current expen- 
ditures were $20,874.30, and there was expended $8098.52 
for repair of school buildings. The $3,000 appropriated for 
a new schoolhouse at Rock is in the hands of the Town 
Treasurer. 

The average cost for each pupil on whole enrollment was 
$17.98, and on average membership, $22.97, a less amount 
in each case than for the year before. The cost of the 
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schools per pupil, based on the amount expended for public 
schools, exclusive of repairing and erecting schoolhouses, 
and on average membership, was $22.00, while that reported 
for the State was $24.00. 


THE TRANSPORTATION OF CHILDREN. 


The amount expended for transportation to the element- 
ary schools was $1,416.35, an increase for the year of $78.10. 
While this amount may seem large, it really is not so, if we 
take into consideration the large area of the town and the 
fact that about one-third of the pupils live in small, scattered 
communities. | 

There are those who believe ‘that enough schools should 
be opened and so located as to be within reach of the 
pupils who are now transported. If this was done, the cost 
would be greater than it now is, and the results not so 
satisfactory. Experience has proven in this town as else- 
where that consolidation of small schools, and consequent 
transportation of those pupils who live too far from the 
school, results in a better attendance, and that schools of a 
fair size do more and better work than small ones. 

I believe in consolidation and transportation where the 
conditions are right, and where the change will be beneficial 
to the children. If the distance over which the children 
have to be transported is not too great, if the conveyance is 
safe and comfortable, if the driver is competent and careful 
and has at heart the good of the children, looking after both 
their physical and moral welfare, and if the school is thus 
made of a proper size, transportation is not only right, but it 


is preferable to the establishment of many small schools. 


Next in importance to the selection of superintendents 
and of teachers is the selection of those who are to trans- 
port the children. Only persons of good moral character, 
steady habits, interested in children and in their education, 
and who are able to furnish proper conveyances, should be 
employed to do this work, even if the cost is greater. This 
is the policy which the Committee has tried to follow, and I 
believe it is the only right one. 


REPAIRS. 


The work of connecting School Street building with the 
sewer was completed. New outhouses were built at High- 
land and Soule. Many minor repairs were made on the 
different school buildings, and more are necessary. In order 
to put all the buildings into good condition, extensive repairs 
will have to be made during the next few years. 


HEATING AND VENTILATION OF SUBURBAN 
BUILDINGS. 


During the coming year the work of properly heating and 
ventilating the surburban buildings should be begun, for the 
need is urgent. Each school should be furnished with a 
jacketed, or ventilating, stove. The principle and construc- 
tion of this stove is very simple, and this, together with its 
heating and ventilating qualities, peculiarly adapts it to one- 
room buildings. By its use a constant current of warm, 
fresh air can be admitted to the room, while the draught of 
the stove will take a constant current of air out of the room. 
It has been found, however, that the return or floor current 


is not strong enough to take the requisite quantity of air out 
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of the room. This can be easily remedied by continuing 
the chimney duct to the floor and have an escape-air opening 
entering it near the bottom. The duct being warmed by 
the stove, a needed upward draught from the room is pro- 
duced, and the foul air made to pass out. A complete circu- 
lation of air can thus be effected and the room kept at an 
even temperature. One of these stoves has been in use for 
some time in the Union Street building, and the results 
obtained have been most satisfactory. 

If these needed improvements can not be made in all the 
suburban buildings in one year, the work should at least be 
begun and continued each year until completed. 


SCHOOL ‘ATTENDANCE. : 


The number of pupils enrolled in all the schools was 1,211, 
an increase for the year of 11. The percentage of daily 
attendance, based on the average membership, was 92.5, a 
gain of 1.6 over the previous year and an advance of ,5 over 
the average reported for the State. 

The number of cases of tardiness was 1,143—not quite 
one for each pupil enrolled, —a decrease of 567 from that of 
1895, and of 1,866 from that of 1894. In three years the 
cases of tardiness have been reduced over one-half. 

While we have not reached an ideal condition, these 
results are both pleasing and encouraging, and great credit 
is due to teachers, pupils, and parents. The Secretary of 
the State Board of Education in his last report says: ‘Such 
regularity of attendance has a close connection with eff- 
ciency in school management on the one hand, and interest 
in study on the other.” 
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The importance to the children of regular and punctual 
attendance should be strongly emphasized again and again, 
for it not only makes greater progress possible on the part 
of the individual pupil and of ‘the school as a whole, but it 
also establishes habits of regularity and punctuality which 
will be of inestimable value to the children later in life. 
And is it not the province of the school and of the home to 
foster in the children the formation of good habits? The 
school and the home must, therefore, in this, like in so many 
other things, supplement each other to obtain the best 
results. 

The report on truancy by Mr. James A. Burgess, one of 
the truant officers, is herewith transmitted (Exhibit E), and 
I respectfully call your attention to the same. 


TEACHERS. 


One of the most important duties that devolves upon 
school officials is the selection of teachers, and it often 
proves the most difficult. The advanced educational thought 
and practice of to-day are making an unceasing demand for 
professionally trained teachers, with good scholastic attain- 
ments, noble character, executive ability, good presence, 
good health, and love for the work. There are not enough, 
however, who possess these qualifications to supply the 
demand. Notwithstanding this, the number of persons who 
are seeking a ‘short cut’’ to the schoolroom is entirely too 
large. It therefore becomes difficult at times to fill import- 
ant vacancies with well qualified and thoroughly competent 
teachers. 

Your action a year ago, making the successful completion 
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of the course of study of a good high school and of our 
training class, or their equivalents, the minimum qualifica- 
tions for entrance to the teachers’ ranks, has been followed 
with such good success that the policy should by all means 
be continued. ) 

While the entrance should be well guarded, constant 
efforts should be made to improve those in the work. Our 
teachers’ meetings, Pedagogical Club, the teachers’ library 
of professional books, your superintendent’s visits to the 
schools, and private consultations with the teachers — all 
these have been used as means of properly encouraging, 
directing, and training the teachers. 

Of the 31 teachers employed at the close of the year, 2 
were graduates of colleges, 1 of a classical institute, 26 of 
high schools, 16 of our high school, and 5 of normal schools. 
Of those not normal graduates, 19 had professional training 
— 3 in normal schools and 16 in our training class. The 
number of those who were not graduates of any school was 
1, and 5 had no professional training. 

The number of educational books read by the teachers 
during the year was 120, representing 49 different titles, and 
the number of educational journals, 82, representing 14 dif- 
ferent ones. This was a gain of 75 per cent. over the num- 
ber of books: read in 1893, and of 20 per cent. over that of 
last year, while the gain in the number of journals read was 
20 per cent. and 5 per cent. for the respective years named. 

It is thus seen that our teachers, as a class, are well edu- 
cated, and possess a progressive, professional spirit that is 
commendable — besides, they are faithful and efficient. 
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THACHER SSMEBTINGS. 


These meetings have been conducted mainly along the 
same lines as indicated in last year’s report, and have been 
one of the principal means of arousing and stimulating the 
professional spirit of the teachers, and of energizing and 
improving the work of the schools. 7 

Mr. John T. Prince and Mr. A. W. Edson, agents of the 
State Board of Education, favored us with practical and 
stimulating addresses at the general meetings. Mr. Prince 
spoke at the June meeting on “Aims and Methods of 
Teachings,’ and Mr. Edson at the December meeting on 
“ Reading.” 


ple HO Py Cod ik > eer UN LIN Gre Gal Py: 


This class had a larger membership than in any previous 
year, twenty different pupils being enrolled. Applications 
for admittance were received from persons in different 
sections of the State, but as the membership is limited to 
nine at any one time, and as the graduates of our high 
school are given the preference, some of these applications 
had to be refused. : 

The first class to complete the whole course was graduated 
in June. It numbered seven, and comprised the following 
persons: Bertha E. Bryant, Alice B. Carleton, Harriet E. 
Dunham, Ida M. Gibbs, Annie S. Litchfield, Louisa H. 
Sampson, and Mary T. Walley. Informal exercises were 
held in the superintendent’s office, and certificates of gradu- 
ation were presented. 

The training class has filled a need in this town, for it 
has enabled us to secure the services of trained teachers for 
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our suburban schools, and this fact alone is a sufficient 
reason for its existence. 

The coming year the number of recitations will be 
increased from two to three a week, so that the instruction 
in the theory of teaching can be made more thorough. The 
remainder of the time will be spent in the schoolrooms as 
before. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The high school had a prosperous and successful year, 
Its work improves in quality from year to year. The need 
of more room is imperative if the best interests of the school 
are to be served. For hygienic reasons and for greater con- 
venience, the chemical laboratory should be moved from the 
basement to a more suitable place. Your attention is called 
to the summary of statistics and to the principal’s report 
(see Exhibit B) for other information concerning the school. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


The work in the schools shows improvement. There is 
an increasing disposition on the part of teachers to study 
the individual child and to adapt the instruction to the ages 
and capacities of the pupils. The interest of the pupils is 
greater, and there seems to be a growing pride on their part 
in doing well. 

The results obtained from a study of complete literary 
selections in the upper grades have been so satisfactory that 
the course in literature should be extended. 

The study of elementary algebra in the ninth grade has 
’ proven beneficial. 
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The elements of physics were introduced into the ninth 
grade during the current year. The work in nature study 
was extended and made more definite in all the grades. 

In September, Smith’s “Educational System of Inter- 
medial Penmanship” was introduced into the schools. This 
was done in the belief that better results could be obtained 
by writing an intermedial slant than by either the 52° or the 
vertical. The work thus far has been satisfactory. 

A systematic course in physical training, based on Nissen’s 
“A BC of Swedish Gymnastics,’ was introduced into the 
schools in September, and each teacher was supplied with a 
copy of the book. The work already shows improvement. 

The arrangement of the work of the grammar schools in 
two parallel courses, one to be accomplished in six years 
and the other in four years, while the work may also be 
completed in five years, has worked well-thus far. Of the 
51 graduates from the ninth grade, 15 accomplished the 
work in five years, a saving of one year for each pupil. 
Their record in these schools was as good as that of the 
pupils who took the longer time, and they have thus far 
sustained it in the High School. 

The graduating exercises were held in the Town Hall, 
Thursday, June 18, at 2.30 p.m. An interesting programme 
had been prepared for the occasion, and a large audience 
was present. Interest in these exercises has grown from 
year to year, and they have proven one of the means of 
bringing the schools to the attention of the public. 


SCHOOL ADORNMENT. 


Praiseworthy and successful efforts were made during the 
year by a number of the teachers to adorn their schoolrooms 
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with beautiful pictures. I am heartily in sympathy with 
this movement of beautifying the schoolrooms of our land 
with suitable pictures and other works of art. What we are 
is in part due to silent influences, and this fact helps to 
make possible the value of - beautiful surroundings. A 
child’s mind is very impressionable, and the constant pres- 
ence of an atmosphere of beauty must have a refining influ- 
ence and be favorable to the awakening and developing of 
a beautiful life. Mr. Edwin D. Mead, editor of the Mew 
England Magazine, Boston, says:— ‘The public school is 
- the place to which we should turn chief attention in our 
effort to promote a more beautiful public life in America. 
The schoolhouse and the school grounds should be beautiful, 
and the child should be surrounded by beauty in the school- 
room from first to last. Trained in the habit of seeing 
beauty and knowing it, he will come instinctively to hate 
ugliness in the home and in the street, as he goes out into 
life.” 


A movement that promises so much should receive our 


encouragement and aid. It affords a grand opportunity for 
private munificence to work to most excellent advantage. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all who, in any way, have 
helped in making the year’s work successful, and express 
my sincere appreciation of the kind and generous support 
received from the members of the School Committee, 
teachers, pupils, and parents. |

DEAR Sir:—In giving my annual report of the High 
School, I feel justified in stating that its present condition 
is a most encouraging one. We have been especially fortu- 
nate in retaining the full corps of teachers of the preceding 
year — a circumstance that has not happened since my con- 
nection with the school, as some have always had better 
offers than were open to them to remain. Much better re- 
sults can be obtained in a school by retaining good teachers 
who have become acquainted with the work, than by making 
changes as frequently as the school years roll around. 

At the opening of the fall term 123 pupils were registered, 
the largest number in the history of the school. The gradu- 
ating class of next June will contain 20 members, which will 
be the largest class ever graduated. There is a marked 
tendency on the part of the pupils to remain in school until 
they have completed the course, and quite a percentage in- 
tend to pursue their studies after graduation from the High 
School. ; 

The course of study adopted a year ago works very satis- 
factorily. Provision has been made so that another year’s 
mathematics is elective for the members of the English 
course during the third year. 

We are sorely in need of another recitation room. Four 
recitations are in progress during the greater part of the 
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school sessions. The arrangement of our whole program 
is hampered by the fact that a small dressing-room that will 
accommodate but six or eight pupils must be used as a reci- 
tation room. It is unfortunate that our chemical laboratory 
is in the basement, as it cannot be readily heated, and there 
is no outlet for the fumes that are necessarily generated in 
the experimental work. As the school grows, it seems an 
almost imperative necessity that some provision be made in 
this direction. 

The High School Literary Society is in a flourishing con- 
dition. The attendance has been good,.and much interest 
has been manifested. An organization of this kind is very 
helpful to young people as an initiative to debate and ex-_ 
temporaneous speaking. 

The graduating class of ’96 numbered seventeen. The

To the Superiniendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my report as Truant Officer for the 
year ending December, 1896. 

I find that there is a greater desire on the part of the 
- children to attend school. Seldom do I find a scholar, when 
I have a chance to talk to him or her alone, who does not 
express a wish to attend school, but the parents have some 
foolish reasons for keeping them at home. To illustrate: the 
writer made four visits to one family before the parents 
would send their children to school, and then had to threaten 
the father with prosecution. A lazy father and a mother 
who do not care make up such a home, and the family 
living four miles from the Centre makes such .trips expen- 
sive. We have about six such families in town, only two of 
which belong in town, the rest coming here from neighbor- 
ing towns. The parents of such children know little and 
care still less ; and it is an important fact that such families 
have to be helped by the town. Ignorance and pauperism 
seem to go hand in hand. 

I am sorry to have to repeat the statement of last year, 
that children are being sent to school too early, staying about 
the streets and schoolhouse doors an hour before the build- 
ing is open,—children mostly from seven to ten years of 
age —and in some instances I have found them crying with 
the cold. I called on one family where the mother said she 
liked to get them out of her way, and so sent them early to 
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school, the only one, perhaps, who would care to make such 
a statement, but I am afraid it is too true in-many families. 
It is a fact that we have not a scholar that comes under 
the head of an habitual truant, and with teachers who seem 
to take an interest in the children that come under their 
care, to have them come regularly to school, and with super- 
intendent and committee who seem to have the same pur- 
pose and desire, our schools will soon take the rank which a 
town of this size should take, one among the first in the 


county and state.

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REPORT OFTHE sBOARD 
OP STE A bales 


The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report : 

The important and constantly increasing work of the local 
Board of Health, made so by Legislative acts, cause many 
important matters to be placed in their hands which, from 
outside, the health department of the State realize. The 
Board congratulates its citizens that there has been no ser- 
ious epidemic during the past year; that there has been a 
marked decrease of contagious diseases —but five cases of 
diphtheria and one death; four cases of scarlet fever and six 
cases of typhoid fever. Two cases were contracted out of 
town and residing in the outlying districts of the town. The 
cases in the centre of the town seemed to be in one locality, 
and an effort was made to find the cause, and the Board be- 
came satisfied that the only safe remedy was for parties in 
that locality to enter the sewer by proper and sufficient drains, 
which has been done. We firmly believe that the only safe 
way is by proper and prompt action in all. cases as to disin- 
fections, and in all emergencies knowing what to do and to 
do it. The security of the past year should not mislead us 
as to,the work to do in the future. The culture matter in 
making a diagnosis of diphtheria and the use of culture tubes 
has been generally accepted by the physicians. Anti-toxine 


is provided by the Board free. Your Board has made a care- 
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ful examination of the town and has acted, in all complaints 
of nuisances made, in a manner that they deemed best. In 
the centre of the town there has been one case that has been 
an expense for a great many years, but that has been abated 
by having the premises vacated by order of the Board. 

The Board, believing that cleanliness of the streets and 
gutters is conducive to the health of the public, and that a 
great saving of time and expense could be made, purchased 
a two-wheel hand cart of the barrel kind, and by this method 
the use of a team and a man is done away with, the propri- 
etors of the Nemasket House kindly allowing the refuse to be 


dumped in their stable cellar. 


Dumrinc GROUND. 


The public dump is a necessity and very nigh a nuisance. 
The drivers of teams have a happy faculty of dumping in 
every spot but the right one. The Board built a fence and 
put up a sign, but it had no effect on careless and heedless 
drivers, and complaints having been made to the Board, they 
were obliged to hire a man to care for the dump. Some 
merchants will send their own teams and dump side of the 
highway a greater distance away than the public dump; a 
case of total depravity. 

SEWERS. 


There have been a number of persons residing on the line 
of the sewer who have entered this year, and some the Board 
have been obliged to order to do so. There is on three 
streets, from Centre to Arch on Oak, and from Centre to 
Peirce on Pearl, and on School from Centre a short piece of 


the main sewer that should be laid to make the working of _ 
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the main sewer in the street complete, and until this has been 
done more or less expense and trouble will be made. There 
have been twenty-seven sewer permits granted, two under- 
takers, eight plumbers and two slaughter houses licensed. 
And, in conclusion, the Board call to the attention of our citi-- 
zens the low death rate,— nearly one-half more than sixty 
years old and a small per cent. below five years. The Board 
firmly believe that with these facts they speak more potent 


to our good than human lips can to our injury.

It was voted to place the street watering in charge of the 
Highway Department.

The surface should be reduced 


and the cart go over the route three times a day instead of 


twice, if necessary to improve quality of work. More cannot 


be done with one pair of horses.

The two steam boilers were examined three times by the 
Hartford boiler inspectors during the season, and pronounced 
in first-class order, and having goodcare. There is $10,000.00 
insurance on same to meet employees’ risks. 

I am obliged to repeat my suggestions of last year in re- 
gard to the necessity of the town’s owning a piece of land 
for stable and storage purposes, as the highway property is 
too valuable to be unhoused. ‘The teams apparently are 
(barring increase of age, wear of carts and harnesses) in 
as good condition as when purchased. Dr. C. P. Keith was 
called to treat one serious case of wind colic. As stated last 
season, there is enough for the horses to do at all times, and 
to advantage. I would suggest that the 447 tons of crushed 
stone on hand, or what is necessary, be used to macadamize 
a part of Peirce Street. The past season a practice was 
made of cleaning up the streets and gutters every Saturday 
in our business centre. It seemed sometimes like a waste of 
time, to see the paper drifting about that was thoughtlessly 
thrown down, probably, in the streets before nine o’clock in 
the evening. Please think twice before throwing paper in 


the streets once. Thanks for all favors to assistants, ete.

The Report of the Librarian, as made to the Trustees, gives 
the work of the library for the year, and is herewith SG: 
fully submitted as a part of their report. 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Middleboro Public Library: 

Gentlemen,—Allow me to present to you the twenty-fourth 
annual report of the Middleboro Public Library for the year 
closing December 31, 1897. The library has been opened 
306 days from 2 until 8 p.m., in which time there has been 
delivered to the reading public 22,839 volumes: 12,782 vol- 
~ umes of fiction, 5,044 juveniles, 1,844 historical, 832 travels, 
437 American and English history, 426 biography, 344 sci- 
entific, 498 poetry and essays, 94 religious, 172 miscellane- 
ous and 3866 bound volumes of magazines. No record is 
kept of books consulted in the library. 

Nansen’s Farthest North, Quo Vadis and The Choir In- 
visible have been the books in greatest demand. 

One hundred and eighty-five persons have obtained cards 
by registration since our last report, which make the total 
number issued to date 1891. Most of these are in use more 


or less of the time. 
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The largest circulation was in March, 2,271, and the 
smallest in August, 1,391. Many books are treated by 
borrowers in a most shameful manner, and 33 volumes have 
been discarded as positively unfit for use; 14 of the number 
have been replaced; 217 have been re-bound. A large 
number have to be re-covered each time they are returned 
to the library, over 2,000 of the older books having been 
covered, numbered and labelled, not only once, but several 
times during the year. 

The Accession Catalogue shows the number of books in 
the library at the present time to be 7,156, exclusive of 
magazines, pamphlets and State documents; 174 books have 
been added during the year. 

In the last report I omitted to state that we had received 
from the Rev. George W. Stearns a copy of the Two Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the First Congregational Church of 
Middleborough. I would say that we appreciate the gift, 


also Mr. Stearns’ kindness in remembering us.

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Mrs. Thatcher has continued her services as Librarian 
during the year to the general acceptance of the patrons of 
the library, we believe. Miss Lucy M. T. Brayton held the 
position of special assistant for the hours from 2 to 4 P.M., 
daily, but resigned at the end of the first month to accept a 
position in the Public Library at Medford, where she is doing 
good work in the juvenile department. Miss Myra K. 
Leonard then took the position and continued until near the 
end of the year, when she resigned to take a more permanent 
situation. Mrs. Thatcher now has charge during the full 
library day. Miss Alice M. Alden and Miss Florence G. 
Robinson act as assistants as occasion requires. 

The amount received from the “dog money” was about 
$175 less than in the year 1896. The expense of conducting 
the library must increase from year to year, if its efficiency 
is to be kept up, not only in the library work‘ of delivering 
and receiving books but in the cost of rebinding and replac- 
ing worn out books. Consequently any decrease in income 
decreases the amount of new books that can be added and 
hinders any special work by which its efficiency may be in- 
creased. 

In accordance with the vote of the town at the last annual 
meeting, the following is presented as an inventory of the 
property belonging to the library. No attempt is made at 
an appraisal, as the value depends so much upon varying 
conditions :

45 feet of counter and rail. 

1 librarian’s desk.

In comparing the reports of the Selectmen and the Treas- 
urer, several discrepancies will be observed, which are ac- 
counted for as follows: 

The Selectmen in their report show all the orders drawn 


during the year 1896. Some of these orders were not pre- 
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sented to the Treasurer until 1897. Again the Selectmen 
reported all the orders drawn in 1897. Some of these were 
not paid until the present year, and do not, therefore, appear 
in the Treasurer’s report for 1897. This apparent disagree- 
ment must always exist until every man with a bill against 
the town has his order cashed during the year of its issue. 

In the tabulated report there will be noticed four accounts 
overdrawn. 

Three of these are on account of veteran soldiers over 
whose aid the town officers have little control. The fourth 
is for suppression of crime. The payment for this last is 
for an old bill which should have been paid in 1896, and 
was paid before the annual meeting of 1897. It was then 
that the town passed the vote concerning overdrafts on the 
appropriations. 

I have examined all the accounts of the officers and com- 
mittees of the town charged with the expenditure of money. 
These I find correct and properly vouched for with one 
exception. When the latest change in the electric light 
management was made, a certain amount of cash was turned 
over to the new manager, while a smaller amount was shown 
as being on hand, by the books. The difference, however, 
is only about ($30) thirty dollars.

LIGHT BOARD. 


The fourth annual report of the Municipal Light Board is 
herewith respectfully presented to the citizens of Middleboro, 
together with the manager’s report, with a brief resume of 
the expenditures noted in the same.

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This year, we have asked for a net appropriation of 
$7,000.00 as against $10,778.00 appropriated last year, and 
we feel that, with the continuation of our present manage- 
ment, we will be able to call for even less than this amount 
next year. : | 

We are extremely gratified with the remarkable showing 
for the last six months of the year, and feel that the same is 
due entirely to the efficient management under which the 
plant now operates. 

As shown in the report made by the manager, the cash 
cost to the town for lighting from July 1, 1897, to December 
31, 1897, was $2,726.54, which amount includes all charges 
except depreciation. 

We are now operating 43 arc lamps on the streets and an 
all night circuit of 12 lamps in the centre of the town. As 
is noted in the report of the manager, there are 29 series in- — 
candescent lamps in the village, and 26 at North Middleboro. 
The latter have proved so satisfactory to the residents of 
North Middleboro that we have decided to run a circuit out 
to the Green. This circuit, consisting of 38 series incandes- 
cent lamps of 25 candle power each, will be in operation be- 
fore the town meeting. 

The sense of the vote in regard to lighting the Green with 
incandescent lamps, was that we would maintain the circuit 
only when we had power enough, but we feel that we shall 
always be able to furnish them with light, even in the dryest 
season. 

The proposition made by the manager in regard to a 
power circuit, meets with our hearty approval, and we be- 
lieve that the same would be a very good financial invest- 


ment for the town. 
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In a great measure we will be compelled to re-construct 
the gas plant, as its present condition is very precarious, and 
may necessitate our shutting down the plant at any time and 
cutting off the supply of gas. This construction work will 
be attended to immediately. 

As was recommended by the investigating committee last 
April, the manager has opened a set of accounts which are 
kept in accordance with statute requirements and are ap- 
proved by the State Commissioners. 

We have established the following rates for electric light- 
ing: 

On meter at 15 cents per kilo-watt hour, and a minimum 
rate of $1.00 per month. 

We beg to note that the above rate is 25 per cent lower | 
than the average rate in the State, namely 20 cents per kilo- 
watt hour. We are among the few plants who make this 
rate to their consumers. 

Contracts for less than four lamps are on a basis of ? of a 
cent per lamp hour. ; 

We have in consideration a scheme to reduce the price of 
gas very materially, and thereby increase our sales and the 
earning capacity of the plant. The above has not developed 
far enough to be more explicit, hut will be definitely settled 


within the next six months.

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SUPPLEMENTARY STATEMENT. 


While I would not detract from the credit due to the ad- 
ministration of the last six months, it seems hardly just to 
pass by the administration of the previous six months, and 
the improvements begun during that term, without notice. 

Realizing that the contract system was not satisfactory, 
and that the use of electric meters was the fairest system to 
regulate prices for electric lighting, after the other members 
of the board, I began in January to substitute meters for the 
contract system and had twenty-one in use on June 30 last. 

Appreciating the fact that there was a great loss of power 
on the lines, owing to defective joints and to a number of 
small and practically obsolete style of transformers, I made 
it a practice from the start to use larger transformers and 
connect other services, so as to do away with many of the 
smaller transformers. Later I made arrangements by ex- 
change and purchase to reduce the number then in use, about 
sixty-five, to only thirty-two. 

On June 30 last, the number had eae reduced to fifty- 
four, and the remainder have been put up by Mr. Drum and 
resulted in a saving of power and expense as shown in his 
report. 3 

The further Are Ment of the gas system had been 
planned, but has not yet been begun. 

I think as great an advance in the direction of economy 
was made during the first six months of the year as at any 
time since the purchase of the plant and that due credit 
should be given. ; 


I think it has been the aim, during both terms, to work 
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for economy and the best interests of the town, and that each 


should be allowed the credit due them.

MANAGER'S REPORT. 


MrppLEeporouaH, Mass., January 1,.1898. 


To the Members of the Municipal Light Board, Messrs. 
Jesse B. Ryper, Chairman, Henry W. Sears and 
Joun A. Minter: 

Gentlemen,—I have the honor of presenting the annual 
report of the Middleborough Gas and Electric Plant for the 
year ending December 31, 1897. 

In explanation of the contents of this report, let me add 
that the management of the plant has been under my super- 
vision since June 28, 1897, and therefore a double rendering 
of cash expenditures will be necessitated as of the following 
dates: January 1, 1897, to June 30, 1897, and July 1, 1897, 
to December 31, 1897. 

I feel extremely satisfied with the showing made for the 
last six months, which is printed below and shows a net 
earning, over and above operating expenses, of $344.18, as 
against a loss of $2,000 on operating expenses for the same 
six months last year, namely, July 1, 1896, to December 31, 
1896. 

The fixed charges for bond payment and interest from 
July 1, 1897, to December 31) 1897, amounted to $2,240, 
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and the expenditures for construction amounted to $830.72, 
making a total of $3,070.72. 

If from $3,070.72 we deduct the net earnings, $344.18, 
we find that the net cost to the town for lighting from July 
1, 1897, to December {31, 1897, was $2,726.54, which 
amount includes all charges except depreciation. 

"As the past six months is the less profitable of the two 
periods on account of the dry season prevailing during the 
latter part of the year and leaving us hardly any water power 
available except during November and December, I am con- 
fident that we will show even better results, that is, an in- 
creased earning over operating expenses from January 1, 
1898, to June 30, 1898. 

I will endeavor as briefly as possible to explain how the 
above was accomplished. 

In the first place, the weekly pay-roll averages $25 less 
than heretofore ; a reduction in the cost of coal and naphtha 
has reduced expenses, and a reduction in the number of arc 
lamps has reduced the cost of trimming. 

We now have installed 32 transformers of the latest and 
most efficient pattern, with an average of about 60 incandes- 
cent lamps to a transformer. June 30, 1897, there was in 
use 54 transformers, mostly of obsolete pattern, with an 
average of only 33 lamps to a transformer. 

The inefficiency of the transformers and circuits caused a 
constant line loss of 18 amperes or 24 horse power, which 
caused an excessive consumption of coal without any return 
or income for the same. 

There are in use at present 67 electric meters, 46 of which 


have been installed since June 30, 1897. These meters and 
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the new transformers have reduced our cost of generation 
per kilo-watt hour and have increased our income per kilo- 
watt hour in the same proportion. 

The constant line loss is now only 10 amperes, or about 
13 horse power, as against 24 horse power six months ago, 
a reduction of over 45 per cent, so that the town receives 
about 45 per cent more per 1000 watts generated. 

From June 30, 1896, to July 1, 1897, there was gener- 
ated at the electric light station 121,130,000 watt-hours. 
The income from the sale of which was, $4,879.89, making 
the average income per 1000 watts generated 4.3 cents. 
From July 1, 1897, to December 31, 1897, there was gen- 
erated 39,812,000 watt-hours, and the income from the sale 
of these was $2,869.00, making the average income from the 
sale of 1000 watts generated 7.2 cents. ‘This is an increase 
of 40 per cent. 

We have in operation 43 are lamps, 12 of which burn all 
night. The latter are located as follows: nine on Centre 
Street, two on Main Street, and one in front of the Town 
House. 

On the are circuit we have installed 21 series incandescent 
lamps of 25 candle power each, and on Oak Street we have 
eight (8) 25 candle power series incandescent lamps on the 
alternating circuit. We have replaced the seven arc lamps 
at North Middleboro by 26 series incandescent lamps, 25 
candle power each, and are thus enabled to run this circuit 
with five (5) horse power, where it originally needed 18 
horse power. 

We also save the expense of trimming the lamps. — 


By the time this report appears, we will have in-operation 
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a series incandescent circuit out to the Green, having 20-25 
candle power lamps at the Green and 18-25 candle power 
lamps distributed on Barrows, Myrtle, and North Main 
Streets. This will give us a total of 93 series incandescent 
lamps, and we hope by the addition of a few more to add to 
the lighting of other parts of the town. 

We are about to install a Deane condenser and vacuum 
pump apparatus, which will be a very valuable adjunct to 
the steam plant, increasing both its efficiency and capacity, 
and will cut our expenses very materially in the item of coal. 

I am in communication with some of the manufacturers of 
the town and hope to obtain a guaranteed income sufficient 
to warrant our maintaining a power circuit and utilizing the 
valuable water power that daily runs to waste during seven 
months of the year. | 

The change at the station could be made for about $2500, 
and would increase our lighting capacity by 50 per cent. I 
feel that we could at once get an income from sale of power 
sufficient to meet all additional expenses and still leave a very 
considerable profit for the town. The circumstances under 
which our plant operates would enable us to sell power to any 
consumer at 35 per cent less than he now produces it. 

We have completed the year with a cash balance to our 
credit in the town treasury of $1,221.55, and a cash on hand 
— of $132.31, making a total available cash of $1,353.86. 

This cash balance is due to the fact that we have collected 
nearly $1,500 of old accounts due the plant, which had been 
carried on the books for some time. Many of the old ac- 
counts had to be charged as a loss, as it was impossible to 


collect the same.

We deemed it advisable to carry the apparatus and 
machinery constituting the plant at or near their market 
value on our books, so that we charged off to depreciation, 
as of June 30, 1897, 15 per cent on apparatus and machin- 
ery, and 2 per cent on real estate. This made a total charge 
to depreciation of $9,732.01.

Daniel Webster called the free public schools “a wise and 
liberal system of police by which property and the peace of 
society are secured.” It is not specifically within our line - 
of duty, neither is it necessary, to use these pages to send a 
treatise on the value of education to the intelligent voters of 
this town; yet we cannot forbear calling to the mind of the 
reader that the foregoing is a terse statement of an indis- 
putable fact. It is very necessary for our well-being as a 
people that the active walks of life be filled by intelligent 
men and women, so that the security and order of the com- 
munity shall be maintained, and also to be prepared to over- 
come those evils resultant from a possible large increase of 
foreign labor population. In other countries what is done 
by the military must, in this republic, be accomplished by 
public sentiment or not at all. It is an enlightened moral 
public sentiment that must spread its wings over our dwel- 
lings and plant a watchman at our doors. In brief, it is the 
cultivation of the mind, which, next to moral character, 
makes the difference between man and man. ‘The effect of 
the present methods of school teaching is to excite a feeling 
of responsibility and a sense of character, and every resident 
of the town is, or should be, interested in this important 
work, for it is not simply the training of the intellect, but of 
the head and the hand as well; yea, infinitely more: the 


boundary line of the work of developing the child includes 
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\ 
also the domain of virtue, morals and religion. Hence, all 
persons are taxed to support education, because its general 
diffusion is for the public good. 

What townsman, then, who has the ability to help, who 
is so narrow in his views as to withhold from any child the 
means whereby the spirit may breathe, the mind hold com- 
munion with intelligence, the affections be kindled, the 
charities be nursed, and the whole nature be exalted, under 
the quickening influence of the consciousness that he is a 
man, that she is a woman, and such a man and sucha 
woman, who are ready, with their well-stored energy and 
intelligent perseverance, their calm self-possession and prac- 
tical vigor, to be called into action, and to influence in a 
greater or lesser degree the welfare of the State and the 
community ? 

The School Board would be pleased to have each voter, at 
some time during the year, visit the schools and see and 
understand what school life is, and know fully how inter- 
ested, earnest, courageous, persevering these young masters 
and misses are; how they are being guided into the correct 
possession of their powers; developing their faculties ; 
acquiring a sense of harmony and symmetry, a quick judg- 
ment of numbers, measure and size; knowledge of the 
customs and usages of well-ordered lives; learning to be 
kind, courteous, helpful and unselfish ; inspired to cultivate 
a love for whatsoever things are true and pure and kind and 
noble. If the voter learns from experience how this great 
school work is going on; how this education is silently 
working and gaining ground; how real, how great is the 


improvement in schools and in the standard of instruction, 
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he will surely be one of the many who are in sympathy with 
and working in aid of the movement in building up here 
among our young men and women an intelligent, right- 
minded, self-respecting population. 

The public schools of this town are now working ona 
rising grade; slowly but surely improving in their standing. 
Never before, the Committee are confident, have they 
attained the possibility of doing so much for the intellectual, 
moral and physical welfare of the young people, and yet they 
are far from being up to that standard the Committee desire. 
Of 319 towns supporting schools in the Commonwealth, 
Middleborough stands 194; and of 27 towns in the county, 
16. Fifteen towns in the county expend a larger sum pro 
rata of the valuation for the support of public schools. It 
would indeed be very wrong to all boys and girls, to the 
citizens themselves, to the welfare of the town, a very 
unwise economy, to abridge the usefulness of the public 
schools by either shortening the school term or employing a 
cheaper class of teachers; for one of these exigencies must 
come to pass if the amount of the school fund is cut down. 

The teachers in the public schools today are conscientious, 
earnest, efficient, and they labor for as small compensation 
as they ought, in the view of the Committee ; a compensation 
proven too frequently to be low when a superintendent of 
schools from a neighboring town or city visits our public 
schools. Of the talents and services of the superintendent 
of our public schools, we can best testify by referring to the 
ability and efficiency of the teachers and the high standard 
of the schools and the worthy application and progress of the 


pupils; uncommonly well fitted for and wholly devoted to his 
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work. To state the matter briefly, a contemplation of his 
never ending labors shows that he forces into a few words 
the riches of busy days of action and weary nights of medita- 
tion. The School Board are firmly and unitedly of the opin. 
ion thaé they are serving the best interests of the public schools 
and the town by retaining his services. His report in detail 
showing, so far as possible, the school work for the past 
year, is herewith appended.

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The total expended upon the public schools, exclusive of 


the new schoolhouse at Rock, was $21,909.17, an increase 


of $136.35 over the previous year. The current expendi- 


tures were $21,080.95, and the schoolhouse repairs and im- 


provements cost $828.22. 


The average cost for each pupil based on the whole enroll- 
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ment was $17.78, and on average membership, $22.63, a de- 
crease of $0.20 and $1.34, respectively, from the year before. 
This decrease was partly due to the larger enrollment and 
average membership of pupils. 

From the forthcoming report of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, I learn that in the State the cost of the schools per 
pupil, based.on the amount expended for public schools, ex- 
clusive of repairing and erecting schoolhouses, and on the 
number of children between 5 and 15, is $21.17, and when 
based on average membership, $25.10. This is an increase 
of $0.37 and $0.47, respectively, over the previous year. In 
this town the cost of the schools per pupil on the same basis, 
and on the number of children between 5 and 15, was $18.96, 
and on the average membership, $21.78. Last year the cost 
was $19.03 and $21.91, respectively. It is thus seen that, 
while the cost of educating each pupil in the public schools 
of the State has increased, with us it has decreased. 

The average cost per pupil, in the average membership of 
the schools, for text-books and supplies was $1.30, while 
the previous year it was $1.29. The average cost in the 
State for 1896-97 was $1.59, and for the past ten years, 
$1.62. 

Throughout the year the school officials have aimed not 
simply to maintain whatever efficiency the schools had 
reached, but to increase it, and at the same time to practice 
strict economy. It was not thought best, under existing 
conditions, to introduce new lines of work that would in- 
volve increased expenditures, but rather to further develop 
whatever was already begun. This was not done without 


being mindful of the fact that there are lines of work which 
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it would be very desirable to introduce into our schools. 
Manual training, sewing, cooking, special supervision of 
music and drawing, a commercial course in the High School, 
are features, in whole or in part, of many school systems in 
the State, and, wherever they have been carried on under 
proper conditions, have proven of great value to the schools 
and to the communities. It is my belief that at least some 
of these should be introduced into our schools, because 
they would greatly enhance in value the education now ob- 
tainable in them, and would have a tendency to keep some 
pupils in school longer than at present. The appropriation 
asked for the coming year by the Committee does not, how- 


ever, provide for such work. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


In last year’s report attention was called to the fact that, 
in order to put all the buildings into good condition, exten- 
sive repairs were necessary. During the year a part of this 
work was done. New outhouses were built at Fall Brook, 
a new floor was laid in the schoolhouse, the inside walls and 
woodwork were painted, one of the rooms in School Street 
schoolhouse was painted, and the Wappanucket schoolhouse 
was painted on the outside. Many minor repairs were also 
made on the different buildings. 

The proper heating and ventilation of the suburban build- 
ings was begun. <A “Lakewood’” wood furnace was placed 
in the Green'schoolhouse.. Connected with it are a fresh air 
duct leading from the outside, and a galvanized iron venti- 
lating duct extending from the floor up through and above 


the roof. The latter duct is heated by the smoke pipe which 
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enters it about two feet from the floor and runs up through 
its centre. It is believed that excellent results will be ob- 
tained from the system, both in heating and in ventilation. 
This work should be continued until every suburban school- 
house is equipped with a satisfactory heating and ventilating 
system. The Green schoolhouse was selected for the first 
one because the attendance there is the largest of the subur- 
ban schools. 

Since the occupancy of three rooms in the West Side 
schoolhouse, two years ago, it has not been possible to 
properly heat it. A new “Barstow ” furnace was put in the 
building near the close of the year to overcome this difficulty. 

The double seats and desks in the first grade rooms in 
School Street were too large, in many cases, for the children 
in attendance. ‘To remedy this, one of the rooms where it 
was thought the need was the greatest was furnished with 
adjustable furniture of the “Frictionside” pattern. 

Adjustable school furniture is far superior to the old line 
seats and desks, and no other should be bought. By its use 
it is no longer necessary to attempt the adjustment of the 
pupils to the seats and desks, but the seats and desks can be 
easily and properly adjusted to them. They are the best to 
buy on hygienic grounds, promoting, as they do, the physi- 
cal growth and development of the pupils, and the closer the 
adjustment the better will be the results. Being more com- 
fortable, they are also more conducive to intellectual and 
moral growth and development; for one of the conditions of 
good work and conduct in school is physical comfort. 

Five rooms, four at the Centre and one suburban, are fur- 


nished with adjustable furniture, while three rooms at the 
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Centre, two wholly and one partly, and all the suburban 


rooms but one have double seats and desks. 


NEW SCHOOLHOUSE. 


The need of a new schoolhouse at Rock has been very ap- 
parent for some years. A new building was commenced 
and completed during the year, being ready for occupancy 
at the beginning of the fall term of school. 

It is a wooden structure, one story high, and contains a 
schoolroom, 26 by 82 feet, a teacher‘s room, 8 by 8 feet, a 
fuel room, 8 by 9 feet, and two separate entrances, each 8 
by 9 feet, one being for boys and the other for girls. The 
ceiling is 12 feet high. 

It is heated and ventilated by means of a “Banner” fur- 
nace placed in one corner of the schoolroom. Fresh air is 
admitted into the furnace by a duct from the outside. This 
air coming in contact with the hot furnace is heated, and 
rises, passing out into the room, while the vitiated air passes 
out of the room into and up a heated duct, or chimney. A 
complete circulation can thus be effected and the air kept 
pure. 

The light is admitted into the schoolroom from the right 
and left sides through six large windows, the supply being 
ample even on cloudy days. The quantity of light is regu- 
lated by shades, two at each window, one rolling from the 
bottom and one from the top. The color of the walls is a 
light gray, and the ceiling is white. » 

The schoolroom is furnished with thirty-six “Eclipse” ad- 
justable seats and desks. Good black-board surface is pro- 


vided. 
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The building is a model country schoolhouse, and every 
resident of the town may well feel proud of it. All things 
considered, the heating, ventilation and lighting of the 
schoolroom is superior to that of any other room in town. 
Much credit is due to Mr. Warren H. Southworth, of the 
School Committee, who drew the plans and supervised its 
construction. } 

The cut found on the opposite page will give an idea of 
the external appearance of the building. The photograph 
from which this cut was made was kindly furnished by Mr. 
B. F. Phinney, of the firm of Frank Phinney & Son, who 
had the building contract. 

Of the $3,000 appropriated, $2,076.34 were spent, thus 
leaving a balance of $923.66. By a vote of the town this 
balance is covered into the treasury. The expenditures in 
detail were as follows: Lot, $150; fencing, $68.56; foun- 
dation and grading, $96.56; building contract, $1,348 ; 
furnishing, $182.59; furnace, etc., $67.73; extra painting, 
$15.28; plans, surveying and incidentals, $65; printing, 


$3.75; well, pump, platform, etc., $78.87. 


ScHooLt ATTENDANCE. 


The increase in enrollment for the year was 21. The per- 
centage of daily attendance, based on the average member- 
ship, shows a gain of .38 over the previous year, and is .8 
higher than that reported for the State. 

The number of cases of tardiness was decreased by only 
one, but on account of the larger enrollment there was a 
greater gain in punctuality than this number seems to indi- 


cate. 
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It is very gratifying that for two years in succession the 
percentage of attendance has increased from 90.9 in 1893 
to 92.8 in 1897, and that for four successive years the cases 
of tardiness have decreased from 3,009 in 1894, to 1,142 in 
1897. This signifies much more than a good showing in 
print. It means greater efficiency in school work, and bet- 
ter habits of regularity and punctuality. 

The number of cases of dismissal was 162 greater than the 
year before, although considerably less than in 1892, 1893 
and 1894. This number should be reduced, and I believe 
that it can be done with the united efforts of teachers, par- 
ents and children. No parent should ask to have his child 
dismissed from school before the hour of closing except for 
the best of reasons. The good of the school and of the in- 


dividual child demand this. 


TEACHERS. 


The number of teachers employed at the close of the year 
was 33, an increase of 2.. The number of resignations dur- 
ing the year was 11, all of which but one were caused by the 
acceptance of better paying positions elsewhere or matri- 
monial considerations. Thirteen new teachers, therefore, 
entered the schools. The resignations were as follows: 
Alice W. Collins, of the High School; Ruth D. Stevens, H. 
Gertrude Holmes, Susan A. White and Mabel L. Prevear, 
of the Union Street; Edith A. Roberts, of the School Street ; 
Eva M. Hopkins, of West Side; Annie A. Litchfield and 
Mary S. Mason, of the Plymouth Street; Etta C. Mann, of 
the Fall Brook; and Ida M. Gibbs, of the Highland. 


It has been our aim to keep the teaching force not only 
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up to the standard of former years, but to strengthen it. All 
vacancies were filled with the best available teachers. Con- 
tinual efforts were made to professionalize the force through 
teachers’ visits to other schools, teachers’ meetings, Pedago- 
gical Club, teachers’ library, Superintendent’s visits to the 
schools and private conferences. All these received the 
cheerful co-operation of the teachers, which made the work 
both pleasant and profitable. 

The teachers as a body did faithful, progressive and effi- 
cient work. I believe that their services were appreciated 
by the people. This is as it should be. <A true teacher’s 


worth cannot be estimated. 


TEACHERS’ VISITING Days. 


“ Under the direction of the Superintendent, teachers may, 
for the purpose of observing the modes of discipline and in- 
struction, take two days in each year, without loss of time, 
to visit other public schools. They shall make to the Super- 
intendent an oral or a written report of the time so spent, 
naming the schools visited, exercises and methods observed, 
with suggestions and criticisms in regard to the same.”— 
Rules and [tegulations, School Committee, 1897. 

There was a time in the history of the schools when the 
teachers were given one day each term, or three days each 
year, for visiting other schools; but for reasons unknown to 
the writer this rule was suspended, and for a number of 
years past each teacher was expected to close school for one 
day each year for this purpose. The value to our schools of 
One day’s visit was such that the action of the Committee 


making it two days was timely and wise. 
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School visitation by teachers, if done with seeing eyes and 
hearing ears for whatever is good and uplifting in the work 
of others, is of very great value to the teachers and to the 
schools. It brings into the system new ideas, new methods 
and new ideals, and thus aids in keeping the schools progres- 
sive. It helps to prevent that lack of spontaneity and fresh- 
ness of the work, and that degeneracy into a hard and fast 
routine, which are so detrimental to good school work. It is 
frequently a source of encouragement for capable and con- 
scientious teachers. It not uncommonly reveals to the in- 
competent their unfitness, and either spurs them on to be- 


come competent or to leave the service. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


Meetings were held as follows: General, principals’ and 
grade—monthly ; high school—weekly ; special—one ; Peda- 
-gogical Club—fortnightly. The aim of the meetings has been 
to increase the teachers’ knowledge of the science and art of 
education, to create higher ideals of what the common schools 
should accomplish, to bring about a closer sympathy and. 
co-operation, and to arouse enthusiasm. 

The programmes of the general meetings were of a char- 
acter to interest all the teachers. The work of some of 
them was based on articles in “ Educational Foundations.” 
Besides the part taken by the teachers and the Superin- 
tendent, lectures were delivered by educationists from abroad 
as follows: Miss Sarah L. Arnold, supervisor of schools, 
Boston, one on “Literature,” and’ one on “Plant study”; 
Mr. James W. MacDonald, agent of the State Board of Ed- 


ucation, one on “The art of questioning”; Mr. William C. 
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Bates, superintendent of schools, Fall River, one on “ What 
the pupil taught the teacher”; Mrs. Lucy Booth, of Boston, 
one on “ Drawing.” 

The principals made a study of Tompkins’ “ Philosophy 
of School Management.” 

The grade meetings were mainly confined to matters of 
interest to the teachers of the grades represented, and so 
were the High School meetings. One feature of these meet- 
ings was the teachers’ reports of visits to other schools, and 
the discussion of them by both teachers and Superintendent. 

At the special meeting Mr. Henry T. Bailey, agent of the 
State Board of Education, delivered a lecture on “ Drawing 
as a language in other studies.” 

The Pedagogical Club made a study of Lukens’ “The 
Connection between Thought and Memory.” 

Under the auspices of the teachers, a public lecture was 
given in Town Hall by Miss Sarah L. Arnold, on “Tuppence 
worth for a ha’penny.” A large and appreciative audience 
was present. 

HicgH SCHOOL. 

The High School closed another successful year. The 
less frequent change of teachers is making itself felt for 
good. Then the town has been fortunate in retaining for a 
period of nearly eight years the services of its efficient prin- 
cipal, Mr. Walter Sampson. With the competent assistants 
now in every department and the valuable services of the 
principal, the school has a bright future before it. 

The number of pupils enrolled during the year was 12.9 
per cent of the total school enrollment. In the State it was 


8.3 per cent. 
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It is very gratifying that an increasing number of the 
graduates each year continue their studies in higher institu- 
tions of learning, and that almost without exception they 
take high rank. This speaks well for the school. 

To make the school meet the wants of an mcreasing nuni- 
ber of students a commercial course should be introduced. 
It should include such subjects as commercial geography, 
business arithmetic, bookkeeping, stenography, type-writ- 
ing, besides enough studies of the present curriculum to 
make it a strong and valuable course. This would necessi- 
tate the employment of an extra teacher and the equipping 
of the school with the necessary apparatus. The increased 
expenditure, however, would not be commensurate with the 
increased usefulness of the school. 

The school needs more room. At present one of the 
small teachers’ rooms (9x10 feet) has to be used for a reci- 
tation room. This is entirely too small for classes with 
recitation periods varying from forty to fifty-five minutes. 

The chemical laboratory in the basement is a menace to 
the health of those who have to work there. Besides, the 
air of the room above is sometimes vitiated by the fumes 
which rise from the experiments. The laboratory should, 
therefore, be moved to a more suitable place. 

After due investigation and deliberation, I believe that 
the most feasible plan to remedy these evils is to prepare a 
room on the third floor of the building. This could be done 
at an expense not exceeding $350. Such a room could be 
satisfactorily heated, ventilated and lighted, and would serve 
the double purpose of a chemical laboratory and a recitation 
room. 
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The report of the principal follows, and I respectfully call 


your attention to the same. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 
Mr, A. J. Jacoby, Superintendent of Schools: 

Drar Srr,—In accordance with your request, I submit 
the following report of the High School: 

Our attendance during the year just closed was about the 
same as that of the preceding year. The number of cases of 
tardiness and dismissal decreased quite perceptibly. It is 
interesting to notice that the number of boys in school is 
increasing from year to year. At the present time there are 
only six more girls than boys in attendance, while in two of 
the classes the boys outnumber the girls. The graduating 
class next June will number 21, the largest in the history of 
the school. | 

There is a growing tendency among our graduates to 
continue their studies after leaving the High School. Last 
year’s class may be taken as an example. Of.a class of 20, 
14 are pursuing their studies as follows: In college, 4: 
normal school, 4; training school, 4; school of oratory, 1; 
post-graduate work in High School, 1. At present our 
school is represented in the following higher institutions of 
learning: Boston University, Brown, Dartmouth, Institute 
of Technology, and Wellesley. The course in higher math- 
ematics, which was introduced last year, enables our grad- 
uates to enter scientific schools without further preparation. 

I feel it my duty to call attention again to the need of 


another recitation room. Our narrowed accommodations 
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hamper our programme, and subject teachers and pupils to 
great inconvenience. I hope that something may be done, 
during the present year, to remedy the present crowded 
condition during recitation periods. 

The scientific tendency of the age, and the requirements 
of higher institutions of learning in regard to individual 
experimental work, seem to demand that we, in order to 
keep abreast of the times, should have a physical laboratory, 
equipped with the apparatus necessary for students to meet 
these requirements. 

The graduating class last June numbered 20. The grad- 
uating exercises were held in Town Hall, Friday evening, 
June 25. The names of the graduates and the parts taken 
by each were as follows :

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 

In general, good work was done in these schools. No 
very important changes were made in methods of teaching 
or in the courses of study, with the exception of the courses 
in physiology and hygiene (see Exhibit E) and in history. 
The latter subject, in grades 4 and 5, is still taught mainly by 
reading, the matter selected being largely biographical. In 
gerade 6, Blaisdell’s “Stories of English History” is read in 
place of Hawthorne’s “True Stories From New England His- 
tory,” which will be read by grade 7. The formal study of 
history is now begun in grade 7 instead of in grade 8 as 
formerly. 

The Cambridge plan of grading and promotion, introduced 
in December, 1894, affects the pupils in three of the schools, 
which are only a short distance apart. They are the Main 
Street, the Union Street and the School Street. (For or- 
ganization, see Exhibit A.) They correspond to one large 
school in which all the elementary grades are, represented, 
and in which each teacher teaches one grade (two sections), 


or its equivalent. The teaching in the three upper grades 
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is largely departmental. The enrollment in the three schools 
for the last month of the year was 474. 

The introduction of the plan has thus far enabled about 30 
per cent of the pupils to shorten the first half (three years) 
of the grammar school course one year, and 22 per cent of 
the graduating classes of 1896 and 1897 to gain one year, 
without omitting any essential part of the work and without 
making the school organization more complex. 

On account of the number of grades to a teacher in the 
West Side and the suburban schools, it has not seemed de- 
sirable to introduce the plan. In these schools individual 
promotions are made whenever it is thought advisable, and 
bright pupils, who seem able, are allowed to do two years’ 
work in one. There are at present three pupils trying to 
do the work of grades 8 and 9'in one year,,and with every 
assurance of success. 

The graduating exercises were held in the Town Hall, 
Friday evening, June 18. The programme was the best 
thus far presented, and an audience that comfortably filled 
the hall enjoyed it. These exercises have gained in interest 
each succeeding year. From an audience of less than one 
hundred persons in 1893, to one of seven hundred in 1897, 
speaks for itself. 

The work of adorning the school rooms with beautiful pic- 


tures was continued through the year by teachers and pupils. 


THE HOME AND THE SCHOOL. 
Education has been variously defined by prominent edu- 
eators. Prof. Roark, in his “Psychology in Education,” 


gives the following definition: “The preparation of the in- 
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dividual in physical, intellectual, and moral capacities for 
his highest well being and happiness, and for the right dis- 
charge of all the obligations and duties which spring from 
his relations to his fellows and to his God.” This, it seems 
to me, embodies the true idea of what education is, and what 
it should accomplish. It not only emphasizes the self as 
self, but it also takes into account the relations of the self to 
his fellows and to his God, and the importance of a right 
discharge of these relations. 

Education in its unlimited sense implies all the influences 
that in any way affect the individual ; but this is not the case 
with formal education, which is more restricted. Its princi- 
pal factors are the home, the school, the church, the public 
library, the art museum, and the State with its civic duties 
and obligations. All of these should, and some or all of 
them do, play an important part in the education of every 
individual; and the better each one does its work in cor- 
relation with the others, the more will they contribute toward 
the realization of our idea of what education is and what it 
should accomplish. It is not my purpose, however, to dis- 
cuss each of these forces, important as they all are, but 
simply the home and the school. 

Good homes are the safety of a nation. Corrupt the homes 
and public morals will become corrupt; make the homes 
fountains of purity, virtue, and high and noble purposes, and 
public morals will become permeated with them. 

In most cases the early life of a child is almost wholly 
spent inthe home. The home, therefore, plays a very im- 
portant part in the fundamental education of a child. The 


child’s powers — physical, intellectual, and moral, begin to 
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develop there, and it will determine very largely whether 
the child will be blessed with physical health and strength, 
or afflicted with physical disease and weakness; with a vig- 
orous and healthy mind, or one that is weak aud diseased ; 
with a character that is strong and steadfast, or one that is 
weak and vacillating. 

The school continues the work begun in the home, but 
systematizes, expands, and broadens it. It furthers the 
child’s physical growth and development by giving regular and 
systematic instruction in hygienic living, and by seeing to it in 
so far as it can, that the knowledge thus given is put into prac- 
tice. It trains and develops the intellect by having the 
child learn definite lessons which have been presented in ac- 
cordance with mental laws, and which are adapted to his 
‘apacity and need. Owing to its organization, it more than 
the home, perhaps, “ moralizes the child and establishes his 
character upon the foundations of good habits.” It serves, 
too, as a social leveller, for side by side are all classes and 
all conditions of childhood, touching elbow to elbow, and 
receiving the same instruction and the same attention from 
the teacher. 

It may be readily seen, I think, that both these forces are 
working toward the same end, and have, therefore, a com- 
munity of interest. Hence, they should not be antagonis- 
tic, which sometimes happens to be the case, but they should 
be co-operative. 

Different ways are being used to bring about a closer sym- 
pathy and co-operation between parents and teachers, to the 
end that they may more effectually supplement each other’s 


efforts. Among these are conferences between parents and 
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teachers. The parents call on the teachers at thé school 
building or at their homes, or the teachers call at the homes 
of parents. These calls furnish excellent opportunities to 
both parties for giving to each other as full information as 
they can concerning the children’s characteristics and habits, 
and their progress and conduct in school. Each will thus 
come to know the children better. Grievances and misun- 
derstandings, too, can be talked over and generally settled 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. 

Parents’ visits to the schools give them opportunities to 
get a good knowledge of the aim, methods and spirit of the 
schools that is invaluable, and at the same time to encourage 
both teachers and pupils. It is an interesting fact that, as a 
rule, the severest critics of the schools are not among those 
who are frequently seen in them, but among those who never 
go near. 

Still another means are educational societies composed of 
parents, teachers, school officials and others interested in 
education. Such have been organized in a few cities and 
towns in the State, and with flattering success. 

The Brookline society is probably the most noted. It 
has been in existence about two years, and has a large mem- 
bership. Meetings are held every six weeks, at which such 
subjects as “The home care of children,” “Home study,” 
“The reading of our boys and girls,” “Works of art in 
the schools,” are discussed by those present. Special meet- 
ings are held as the officers may determine. There are spe- 
cial committees on child study, physical training, history, 
science, music, art, school libraries and lectures. The pur- 


pose of the society, as announced in the constitution, is “to 
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promote a better knowledge of the science of education, a 
better understanding of methods now employed, and a closer 
sympathy and co-operation between the home and the school.” 

The president of this society, Mr. Walter Channing, in 
an article in the November, 1897, number of the “Educa- 


tional Review,” claims the following results : 


“First, [ see indications of an augmented interest in edu- 
vation, extending through a circle considerably larger than 
the membership of the society; second, I see many taking 
a wider and broader view of school education than they had 
before; third, I perceive the idea gaining ground that ¢rwe 
education means a correlation of all educative forces; fourth, 
I perceive in many of the teachers themselves a more deep 
and serious spirit in their work.” 


The people of Middleborough take an interest in the 
schools which is commendable. There is a strong public 
sentiment in favor of good schools, and this, I believe, is 
erowing. The increasing number of conferences between 
parents and teachers, and of parents’ visits to the schools, 
show that the need of closer co-operation is being felt more. 
This promises well for the future. 

But we should and can do more, and I believe that one 
way to accomplish this is by the organization of an education 
society. The results of the Brookline society and of those 
in other places surely indicate that this is one of the very 
best means to bring the home and the school in such rela- 
tions with each other as will increase the influence of each 
for good many times. I sincerely hope that such an organ- 


ization may be effected here. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The year’s work has been very pleasant, and [ trust pro- 
fitable. For the kind treatment and generous support given 
to me in the performance of my duties by the School Com- 
mittee, teachers, pupils and others, I am most grateful, and 


to all these I tender my sincere thanks.

MIDDLEBOROUGH PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


COURSE OF STUDY — PHYSIOLOGY AND 
HYGIENE. 
Introduction. 

The subject is to be pursued for fourteen weeks of each 
year, three lessons a week. In grades above the second, the 
length of the recitations shall not be less than twenty min- 
utes. During the remainder of each year the teachers are to 
give such incidental instruction as occasion may demand. 

The instruction in the first four grades is to be mainly 
oral; in the grades above, oral instruction and text-book 
study combined. In grades 1 and 2 the work should be 
based on the outlines given in the “State Course of Study ” ; 
in grades 3 and 4, on “The Child’s Book of Health.” “How 
to Keep Well” is to be in the hands of pupils in grades 5 
and 6, and “Our Bodies and How we Live,” in grades 7, 8, 


and 9. 
The subject should be so taught that it will lead to the 


observance of hygienic laws in daily practice. The teacher 
should remember that he who allows his pupils to sit in 
draughts and to take all kinds of improper postures in sitting, 
standing and walking, who neglects the ventilation of the 
room and the arrangement of light, and who is himself a liv- 
ing example of the consequences of an habitual disregard of 
hygienic laws, will teach physiology to little purpose. 
Instruction upon the effects of stimulants and narcotics 
should be “wise and impartial, yet clear, strong and un- 


equivocal.” 
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Grade 1.—Lessons on principal parts of body, as head, 
neck, trunk, arms, legs, parts of the head, neck, etc. ; uses 


and care of parts; effects of alcohol and tobacco. Correct 
posture and carriage taught. Cleanliness and neatness em- 
phasized. 

Grade 2.—Lessons on the senses — touch, sight, hearing, 
taste and smell; what each sense is; the parts that are prom- 
inent in structure and delicate in sensitivity ; the uses of the 
important parts ; what we learn through each sense ; the care 
of each; effects of alcohol and tobacco. The care, health, 
cleanliness and comfort of the whole body emphasized. 

Grade 3.—Lessons on the skin — appearance, uses, baths, 
clothing; nails — appearance, uses, care; muscles — what 
they are, uses, shapes, attachment, exercise; bones — uses, 
forms, joints, care ; teeth — appearance, uses, care ; food and 
drink — uses, kinds, digestion; effects of alcohol and _ to- 
bacco; simple matters of every-day health. 

Grade 4.—Review of preceding year’s work. Lessons on 
breathing — how and why we breathe, changes in the air, 
effects of bad air, need of pure air and how to breathe it; 
the blood — what it is and how it looks, the blood vessels, 
the heart, the effects of exercise, pure air, wholesome food, 
and proper clothing ; brain and nerves — what they are, uses 
and care; senses — situation, protection, parts, uses, and 
care ; effects of alcohol and tobacco ; simple matters of every- 
day health; hints for the sick-room. : 

Grade 5,—The bony system; the muscular system; alco- 
hol and narcotics ; simple matters of every-day health. 


Grade 6.—Review. The digestive system — alimentation 
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and digestion; alcohol and narcotics; simple matters of 
every-day health. 

Grade 7.—Review. ‘The digestive system — the absorp- 
tion of food ; the circulatory system; alcohol and narcotics ; 
simple matters of every-day health. 

Grade 8.—Review. The respiratory system; the vocal 
apparatus ; the skin and nails; excretion; alcohol and nar- 
cotics ; simple matters of every-day health. 

Grade 9.—Review. Nervous system; special senses ; al- 


cohol and narcotics; simple matters of every-day health.

COURSE OF STUDY IN ARITHMETIC. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The following course is intended as an outline of the re- 
quired work in each grade. Each teacher should familiarize 
herself not only with the work of her own grade, but also of 
the requirements of the other grades. 

No reference is made to the pages of any text-book, but 
the subjects only are designated. The books in the hands 
of pupils above grade 2 should be supplemented from vari- 
ous sources by the teacher. 

Oral and written exercises should be conbined at nearly 
every step. 

Long and complicated problems should be avoided. 


Accuracy and rapidity should be thoroughly cultivated. 


GRADE 1. 

Ideas of Numbers to 10.—Their names ; the figures ; Roman 
numerals. 

Addition and Subtraction to 10.—With objects; without 
objects; with figures. Rapid addition of single columns of 
numbers. 

Multiplication and Division to 10.—With objects; with- 
out objects. 

Signs of Operation.—+, —, =. 

Fractions.—4 and 4 taught objectively. Equal parts of a 
unit; equal parts of numbers; no inexact fractional parts. 

Denominate Numbers.—Cent, nickel, dime; inch, foot (as 
a whole); pint, quart; days in the week. Use of small

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Measurements.—Measure lengths in whole inches or feet. 
Practical Problems.

(inch, foot, yard) ; dozen, gross, score. Simple exercises in 
changing to higher or lower denominations. 

Percentage.— The following rates: 100%, 50%, 25%, 
75 Jo, 833%. 

Measurements.— Actual measurements, as far as practi- 
cable, by denominate units of the grade; estimated measure- 
ments. 

Practical Problems.— Easy problems involving the oper- 
ations prescribed above. 

| GRADE 5. 

Notation and Numeration.— Writing and reading numbers 
of three periods ; Roman notation to the date of the year. 

Fundamental Rules.—Oral exercises for rapidity and ac- 
curacy ; written exercises ; reasons for the different processes 
of the fundamental operations. 

Factoring.—Simple written work. Cancellation. 

Fractions.—Reduction, ‘addition, subtraction, multiplica- 
tion and division — simple oral and written work. 

Decimals.—Addition, subtraction, multiplication, and di- 
vision; reduction of decimals to common fractions, and small 
fractions like 4, 4, #, etc., to decimals; reasons for pointing 


off thoroughly taught. 
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Denominate Numbers.—Review previous tables; square 
rod, acre; cubic (inch, foot, yard), cord. Reduction, addi- 
tion, subtraction, multiplication, and division — simple work. 

Percentage.—W ork in common rates continued ; finding 
any per cent of a whole number (easy work) ; finding simple 
interest on small sums of money at any rate not exceeding 
10, for any number of years not exceeding 5.

REPORT OF DHE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


Again as the cycle of time speeds its onward way, we, the 
guardians of the public health of this town, are asked to tell 


our story on lettered page. 


HEALTH OF THE Town. 


Not since 1881 has this town been so free from contagious 
diseases as this year; not a single case has been reported to 
the Board, but a careful and constant watch of the sanitary 
condition of the village has much to do with its present con- 
dition. A full supply of antitoxin and culture tubes are 
kept on hand at the drug store of Smith & Hathaway, and 
all precaution possible has been taken to ward off any attack 
which disease might make, that it will be promptly checked. 
Fumigation, the old method of doing the work with sulphur, 
is being discarded by the State, and in case there should at 
uny time in the future be need for such work, we should be 
called upon to purchase an apparatus for the generation of 
formaldehyde gas, which is said to be much better and is rec- 
ommended by the State Board. ; 

Of the eighty-five deaths in town this year just closed, 
thirty were more than seventy years old, and but one case 


of cholera infantum reported among the children of this town. 
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MALARIA. 


On some of the last days of September, Dr. A. B. Paun 
reported to the Board a case of malaria at Muttock, and that 
the probable cause was from sewer deposits on the river 
banks. On the first day of October a petition was received 
by the Board asking for a hearing on the above question. A 
hearing was granted the petitioners that day, and at the close 
of said hearing the chairman of the Board said that the Board 
would look the matter up. On the 5th, notice was received 
that a similar petition had been filed with the State Board of 
Health and a hearing ordered. We were called to go to the 
State House to said hearing, and in the interim the engineer 
of the State Board came out to look the matter up, and we 
were called to the State House to two hearings. Their spe- 
cialist on malaria came out and examined the malaria case, . 
but as yet has not made any report on the cases. Quite a 
large expense was incurred on the above hearings. There 
have been more complaints of overflowing cesspools than ever 
before in one year, and from all parts of the town where 
there is any village. 

VACCINATION. 

The Board deemed it for the public good that the law re- 
garding vaccination be brought to the attention of the town 
as regards the school children, and an order of notice was 
put in the newspaper; but as the enforcement of the law was 
in the hands of another board no general results came from 
the order. 

Again we would call the attention of the public to the 


necessity of clean streets and gutters, as more dangerous ele- 
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ments to the public health lurk in our streets than in our 
river, 
SEWERS. 

There has been laid in our streets a piece from the corner 
of Arch and Oak and one laid the entire length of Webster 
and with a small piece on School and Pearl. That portion 
of the village this side of the railroad and the Nemasket 
river south of Centre will be completed, except that part of 
our village known as Court End. There have been thirty- 
five sewer permits granted during the year. 

The keeping of swine within the limits of the village is 
prohibited excepting to those having permits from the Board, 
which must be renewed annually. 

The Board has one authorized agent to collect swill, and 
all persons having such to dispose of can have his services 
free by notifying the Board. 

The Board has a night soil cart placed in the hands of John 
MeNally, and he is ready to answer all calls with prompt- 
ness and dispatch. All other persons doing so are doing so 
in violation of the law. 

The sanitary condition of the town, which appears much 
improved, is perhaps largely owing to the care and also the 
co-operation of the majority of the citizens who have kindly 


aided us in our work.

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The storm of November 26, 1898, was probably the most 
expensive snow storm the town ever had to cope with. Ordi- 
nary service was not rendered in all sections of town in order 
to economize. It was not intended to exceed appropriation, 
but not anticipating such a storm, found us without the 
means. Laborers’ wages for shoveling snow were given 
preference to some other bills, and paid as presented. 

A section of road, known as the King’s Highway, on Ware- 
ham Street, South Middleboro, ordered to be completed June 
5, 1898, in connection with extension of same in towns of 
Rochester and Wareham, ordered to be built by County Com- 
missioners, was finished August 5. 

Savery Hill, ordered by above commission to be completed 
October 1, 1897, was partly completed in 1897, finished in 
1898, excepting three days’ labor graveling, which would 
have been done except for interruption by snow November 26. 

The section on Fuller Street, East Middleboro, that was 
ordered by same authority, and has been extended from time 
to time, was completed the past season. 

There still remains a section 2,200 feet in length that was 
brought to- the notice of the Commissioners in 1896 on High- 
land Street. About 1,250 feet of it were finished in 1897. 


It should be finished entire this year. 


All town apparatus was bought to meet wide tire require- 


ments when purchased, so there will be no expense in com- 


plying with the By-Laws in regard to same.

TWENTY-FIFTH, ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


January, 1899. 


As we write this heading we are reminded that it is now 
a quarter of a century since the town voted to establish a 
public library. We must congratulate the town that from 
that day of small beginnings, with a small number of books, 
in a small room, and from being almost scoffed at for its 
infant smallness, it has grown to proportions that command 
at least the respect, if not some of the pride, of our town’s 
people. This has been largely due to twenty-five years of 
persistent work, without any large donation or bequest. 

We understand that the bequest of $10,000 from the late 
Enoch Pratt is now ready to be delivered as soon as the 
town shall pass the proper votes accepting the same. The 
income from this fund will assist very much in enlarging 
the usefulness of the library in work that now has to be left 
undone for lack of means. We hope this is the beginning 
of a line of generous endowments. 

Mrs. A. K. Thatcher has continued in service as Librarian 
during the year, and the work of the Library will be noted 
in her report, which follows. 


By reason of some extra expenses which had to be in- 
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curred during the year and a smaller amount from “ other 
licenses” than usual, the Treasurer, in order to settle all 
bills, was obliged to close the account with a balance due 
him, rather than overdraw the town appropriation. 

The inventory of the property of the Library as required 
by a vote of the town, without any attempt at appraisal, as 
the value depends so much upon varying conditions, is as 
follows : 

1,900 feet of book racks and shelving. 

45 feet of counter and rail. 

1 librarian’s desk and screen. 

1 set-bowl and fixtures. 

1 long reading-room table, 2 small tables. 

2 librarian’s chairs, 12 reading-room chairs, 4 settees. 

2 revolving book-cases, 1 map rack. 

2 card catalogue cases containing cards of all books in the 
Library, one arranged by authors and one by titles. 

Blank cards, application slips, call slips and other blanks, 
perhaps sufficient foreone year’s use. 

One year’s numbers of the magazine list, unbound, to be 
bound and placed in the general catalogue. 

Insurance is carried to the amount of $3,500 on books, 


and $500 on furniture, fixtures, etc. 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
To the Trustees of the Middleboro Public Library : 


Gentlemen,— I have the honor to present the twenty-fifth 
annual report of the Middleboro Public Library for the year 
closing December 31, 1898. 


The Library was closed for painting and repairs from

August 8 to August 24. It has been open for the distribu- 
tion of books 291 days, from 2 until 8 p.m. 238,490 volumes 
have been drawn on cards, classified as follows: Fiction, 
13,420; juveniles, 6,488; historical novels, 1,680: travels, 
814; biography, 892; American and English history, 404 ; 
scientific, 248 ; poetry and essays, 520; religious, 85; mis- 
cellaneous and bound volumes of magazines, 534. The 
largest circulation was in March, 2,271. 301 persons have 


o the pumber issued 


obtained cards by registration, making 


to date 2,192. 29 volumes have been discarded; 18 have 
already been replaced; 220 books have been rebound, and 
there are at present 95 which are ready for the binder. 

By the Accession Catalogue we find that there are 7,414 
volumes belonging to the Library, 258 having been added 
during the year. Among the prominent additions may be 
mentioned the Warner Library of 380 volumes, containing 
selections of prose and poetry from the best authors from 
the earliest times to the present. 

The books most called for have been The Damnation of 
Theron Ware, Hugh Wynne, and The Story of Jesus Christ, 
by Elizabeth Phelps Ward. 

From the Secretary of State we have received the History 
of the Fifty-seventh Regiment of Massachusetts Volunteers 
in the War of the Rebellion; Massachusetts in the Army 
and Navy in the War of 1861-5, 2 volumes; Massachusetts 
Soldiers and, Sailors in the Revolutionary War, volumes 2, 
3 and 4; A History of the Emblem of the Cod Fish; and 
several bound documents, maps and Departmental Reports. 

Other gifts have been: Joint Metalism, from the author, 


Anson Phelps Stokes; Memoir of Robert C. Winthrop, 
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by R. C. Winthrop, Jr.; The Gypsy Moth, by E. H. For- 
bush; Phineas Pratt and some of his descendants, from the 
author, Eleazer Franklin Pratt; History of the Warfare of 
Science with Theology, by Andrew D. White, given to the 
Library by the members of the former Monday Night Club ; 
A History of the Town of Scituate, from George E. and 
Charles A. Wood of this town, and several volumes from 
James E. Peirce. Mrs. Lavinia Magri has donated from 
the library of the late “ General Tom Thumb ” 22 volumes 
of the Illustrated London News; Mrs. Julia H. Copeland 
has given about 140 volumes from the medical library of the 
late Dr. George W. Copeland. 

Through the courtesy of Representative David G. Pratt 
we have received the “ Bradford History of the Plymouth 
Plantation.” 

Valuable reports and documents have been received from 
the United States Government. 

We desire herewith to tender our grateful appreciation for 
these favors.

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We have had an extra expense forced upon us the- past 
year by the entire giving out of the heating apparatus at the 
almshouse; a portion of it gave out early in the season, and 
by replacing that we expected to get along for a year or ! 
two, but later it was found absolutely necessary to put ina 
complete new heater at a cost of $826.51, not including a 
bill for setting up the same, which has not been paid. We 
feel we now have something that will not need repairs for 
some years. | 

More produce has been sold from the farm than usual of 
all kinds, and everything is in a flourishing condition. We 
now have a herd of 13 cows, and in addition to all the milk, 
butter and cream used on the place, and besides large quan- 
tities sold outside, are furnishing our milk dealers with 68 
quarts of milk daily. _ 3 

We would call the attention of the voters of the town to 
the fact that something must be done at once to improve the 
condition of the barn. For some years the old house has 
been used, but has become unsafe, and either considerable 
money must be expended to make the necessary repairs, which, 
when done, still leaves an old building, or a new barn must 
be built. 

The Overseers would recommend that a committee be 
chosen to investigate the matter. The inmates of the house 
who are able to work help considerably on the farm, but as 
most of them are growing old and more feeble, it is neces- 
sary to hire more help than formerly in order to keep things 
in a proper condition and make the farm a source of revenue 
as far as possible. 


As in the past, we extend a cordial invitation to all to 


50 


visit the place and see how it is conducted, and we feel that 
even those who are the most disposed to criticise would per- 
haps be less apt to do so if they would avail themselves of 
our invitation and see just what is being done and whether 
it is for the best interests of the town. | 

We feel that nothing need be said in regard to the effi- 
ciency of our superintendent and matron, particularly the 
latter, who, with the assistance of those under her, is doing 
so much towards keeping the house and inmates in a neat 
and healthy condition at all times, which requires constant 
attention and hard work, while the outside farm work, as 
well as general management of all, we feel could not be in 
hetter hands than those of the superintendent. 

At the last annual meeting of the town it was voted to 
erect a tramp house at the town farm, and the sum of three 
hundred dollars was appropriated for that purpose. We 
have expended $329.48, the $29.48 being paid from our 
general appropriation, and we now have a comfortable place 
for the rest and repose of the Weary Willies and Meander- 
ing Michaels who, in the course of their pedestrianary ex- 
cursions, see fit to stop at our house of entertainment.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PHYSICIAN. 


To the Board of Overseers of the Poor: 

Gentlemen,—I have to report for 1898 an unusual amount 
of sickness, especially at the almshouse. . This is largely due 
to the fact of the high average age of a number of the in- 
mates, several of whose ages exceed 80 years. 

Have made during the year 114 visits to the farm, includ- 
ing 251 prescriptions. The proportion of sickness as regards 
the out poor has been less than common, seventy-two visits, 
including 140 prescriptions, having been made. 

The management at the almshouse is first-class in every 
way. The town is to be congratulated on being able to con- 
tinue the services of Mr. and Mrs. Nickerson. 

And it is only just to remark that the business efficiency 
shown by Mr. Nickerson in behalf of the town, and the 
patience, kindliness and tact in the care of those entrusted 
to Mr. Nickerson and his good wife, cannot be too highly

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REPORT OF AUDITOR. 


The statutes of the Commonwealth (Acts of 1893, Chap. 
423, Sect. 20) define the duties of town auditors as fol- 
lows: 

“The auditors of towns shall examine the books and 
accounts of all officers and committees of their respective 
towns intrusted with the receipt, custody or expenditure of 
money, and all original bills and vouchers on which moneys 
have been, or may be, paid from the treasuries of their 
respective towns. They shall have free access to such 
books, accounts, bills and vouchers, as often as once a 
month, and make examination thereof, and they shall ex- 
amine the same at least once in each year, and shall annually 
report in writing to their respective towns as to the correct- 
ness of all such books, accounts, bills and vouchers.” 

To these functions the Town of Middleborough has added 
the duty of supervising the annual Town Report and in- 
vested the auditor with authority to approve overdrafts on 
the several accounts whenever sufficient exigency is deemed 
to exist. In accordance with the last named authority, two 
bills have been approved during the year on account of 
suppression of crime, the welfare of the town seeming to 
demand their payment. This account is now overdrawn 


$171.92, and an appropriation sufficient to cover it and pro- 
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vide for incidental demands is recommended. The accounts 
of State Aid, Military Aid and Soldiers’ Relief are also 
overdrawn, but the drafts on these are dictated by the Com- 
monwealth, and no other course but to pay them is open to 
the town officers. A sufficient appropriation to cover the 
deficiencies should be made. . 

The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer have been 
varefully examined, and found to be systematically and cor- 
rectly kept, with proper vouchers on file for all payments. 
The examination of some of the other departments has been 
rather superficial, but the amounts previously charged by 
auditors for services did not warrant a more extended inves- 
tigation, and the present incumbent did not feel that enlarg- 
ine the expense would be justifiable. They have been 
checked in the usual manner, however, and found correct 
‘as faras shown. In too many instances money has been 
paid without proper receipts to vouch for it. This should 
be corrected, and not a cent of the town’s money disbursed 
without a signature in some form acknowledging its receipt. 
The book-keeping has been much improved in recent years, 
but there is still a lack of uniformity of system among the 
several departments. In some instances unnecessary cleri- 
‘al work is done; in some, not enough. With a view to 
correcting these conditions, the auditor recommends that an 
expert accountant, not a local man, but some one of wide 
experience who makes a business of such matters, be em- 
ployed to install a complete, modern system of accounting 
into all departments of the town. The expense entailed 
would yield good returns in giving the voters a clearer idea 


of the town’s finances, as well as assuring them that irregu- 
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larities which might possibly eccur in the future would bo 


liable to be checked.

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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL 
LIGHT BOARD. 


The fifth annual report of the Municipal Light Board is 
herewith respectfully submitted to the citizens of Middleboro, 
together with the report of the manager.

This year we have asked for an appropriation of $6,000 
as against $7,000 last year and $11,368 in 1897, and we feel 
that with the continued success of the present administration 
of the plant that next year we shall require only an amount 
sufficient to cover the bond-payment and the interest on the 
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bonds and notes. This is estimated at $1,500 for bond-pay- 
ment and $3,360 for interest, making a total of $4,860. 

The results of the rigid economy which has been pursued 
in the management of the plant during the past eighteen 
months, cannot help but be gratifying to the general public, 
as Middleboro has risen from the poorest paying municipal 
plant in the Commonwealth to the position of one of the best 
paying plants. 

We have now completed the new construction work on 
the plant, and feel that, although the outlay has been large, 
the results obtained in the economy effected are very satis- 
factory and that the saving will be reproductive and will 
increase with years until our town plant will become a stable 
financial institution, paying its own way and no longer a 
burden to the tax-paying public. 

From the table published in the manager's report, show- 
ing the lighting statistics of the various towns throughout 
the State, may be clearly seen that the system of street light- 
ing we have introduced in Middleboro is the prevailing sys- 
tem in general use, differing in this particular: that we have 
furnished an all night circuit of 12 lamps in the village, while 
the other towns enumerated only light their streets till mid- 
night. 

As shown in the report of the manager, the cash cost to 
the town for electric street lighting for 1898 was $3,104.43, 
which amount includes all charges for interest and mainte- 
nance, and would be taken by authorities on the subject to 
be the cash cost of lighting for the year, and, as inspection 
will show, is less than the interest on the bonds and _ notes. 


In other words, were the plant paid for and untrammelled 
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by bonds and notes, it would be more than self-supporting, 
with the exception of the amount required for new construc- 
tion.

To the Members of the Middleboro Municipal Light Board, 
Mr. Joun A. Mititer, Chairman, Mr. Henry W. Sears 
and Mr. Jesse B. RypEr: 

Gentlemen,— I have the honor of presenting to you the 
annual report of the Middleboro Gas and Electric Plant for 
the year ending December 31, 1898. 

The books and accounts of the plant have been examined 
and approved by the Town Auditor as well as by the expert 
accountant attached to the Board of Gas and Electric Light 
Commissioners of the State, and are kept after a form pre- 
scribed by the statutes of this State. 

The year 1898 just closed has shown a marked change in 
the financial status of the Middleboro Gas and Electric Plant, 
as for the first time during the period of five years in which 
the town has owned the plant has it made an earning over 
and above its operating expenses. 


The profit over and above operating expenses, as shown 
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by the books of the plant for the year 1898, is $363.35, 
gained as follows : 

On the manufacture of gas, $219.32; on the manufacture 
of electricity, $51.56, and on jobbing, $92.47. This is par- 
ticularly gratifying when we compare it with the town report | 
for 1897, which shows a net loss on operations of $1,949.41, 
and the return made to the State for the previous year 
showed a net loss of $3,628.38. 

There was expended for interest on bonds and notes the 
past year $3,467.78; for bond payment, $1,000; for new 
construction, $2,387.23, making a total of $6,855.01. De- 
ducting from this amount the profits made from the sale of 
gas, electricity and wiring, $363.35, we get the total cash 
expended by the town for the plant during the year 1898 as 
$6,491.66. Adding to this the cost of maintaining the kero- 
sene lights at the Rock and South Middleboro, $410.44, we 
get the total net expenditures as $6,902.10. The items for 
bond payment, $1,000, and new construction, $2,387.23, 
being deducted, leaves the cash cost to the town for light 
during the year $3,514.87, which amount includes suburban 
lighting, interest and all charges for maintenance except de- 
preciation. Deducting the $410.44 expended for the main- 
tenance of the kerosene lights at the Rock and South Middle- 
boro, leaves $3,104.43 the cost of lighting for the year. 

In exchange for this amount, which is less than the interest 
required on the bonds and notes, the town had the benefit of 
12 arc lamps all night and 12 arc lights till midnight and 157 
25-candle power incandescent lights until midnight. We 


therefore see that the cost to the town for the above was 
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$3,104.43 for interest, and $3,024.86 for depreciation which 
was charged off to profit and loss last June. 

At the prevailing prices now charged for public street 
lamps by electric lighting companies throughout the State, 
the street lights of Middleboro would cost the town as fol- 
lows: 12 arc lights all night at $100.00 per year, $1,200.00 ; 
12 are lights till midnight at $75.00 per year, $900.00; 157 
25-candle power incandescent lights till midnight at $15.00 
per vear, $2,355.00; total, $4,455.00. From the preceding 
paragraph, we see that the cash cost to the town for electric 
lighting, including all charges except bond payment and new 
construction, was $3,104.43, which is $1,350.57 less than it 
would cost the town for street lighting on contract with an 
electric light company. 

If we deduct from the proposed appropriation of $6,000.00 
for 1899 the item of bond payment, $1,500.00, which leaves 
$4,500.00, and this amount, together with the income of the 
plant, is expected to cover all charges for the operation of the 
plant, including interest, new construction, maintenance and 
suburban lighting. 

For the sake of comparison, we give the operating ex- 
penses of the plant for the three years past. For the year 
1896, the combined operating expenses of the gas and elec- 
tric plant was $11,474.67; in 1897, $11,325.67, and in 
1898, $8,848.40, showing a reduction of $2,626.27 on the 
operating expenses of 1896 and a reduction of $2,477.27 on 
the operating expenses of 1897. 

The appropriation that will be asked for at the town meet- 
ing this year will probably be $6,000.00, in lieu of $7,000.00 
in 1898, and $11,368.00 in 1897. This $6,000.00 is sub- 
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divided as follows: For bond payment, $1,500.00; for in- 
terest on bonds and notes, $3,400.00; for suburban lighting, 
$400.00; for maintenance and new construction, $700.00. 

Commencing this year, the bond payment required has in- 
ereased from $1,000.00 to $1,500.00, which increases the 
appropriation needed from $5,500.00 to $6,000.00. 

Comparing this with last year’s appropriation of $7,000.00, ° 
subdivided as follows: For bond payment, $1,000.00 ; for in- 
terest, $3,440.00; for suburban lighting, $400.00, and for 
maintenance and new construction, $2,160.00, and with the 
appropriation for 1897 of $10,778.00, subdivided as follows : 
For bond payment, $1,000.00; for interest, $3,480.00; for 
overdraft, 1896, $722.00; for suburban lighting, $400.00, 
and for maintenance and new construction, $5,176.00, we 
find that the fixed charges for interest and bond payment 
have remained almost constant factors, while the amount re- 
quired for maintenance and new construction has decreased 
from $5,176.00 in 1897 to $2,160.00 in 1898, and to $700.00 
estimated for 1899. 

In this connection we might add that, as on the present 
assessed valuation of the estates in the town, for every $1,000 
raised by taxation we must levy a tax of approximately thirty 
cents on every thousand of the assessed value of the town. 
Therefore a reduction of $1,000.00 in any appropriation re- 
duces the tax rate by thirty cents on the $1,000.00. Thus 
we may see that reducing the appropriation from $11,368.00 
in 1897 to $7,000.00 in 1898 reduced the tax by $1.31 per 
$1,000.00, and by reducing to $6,000.00 in 1899 reduces the 
tax by $1.61 per $1,000.00. With an appropriation of $6,- 


000.60, about 9 per cent. of the gross amount raised by tax- 
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ation is for street lighting, while with an appropriation of 
$11,368.00, as in former years, about 15 per cent. of the 
gross appropriation levied by taxation went for street light- 
ing. 

The expenditures for new construction are now finished, 
and as a result the plant is in condition to work on an eco- 
nomical basis in almost every particular, and the economy 
effected by the outlay for new meters and transformers dur- 
ing the past two years is already beginning to make itself 
apparent. 

During the past year there has been expended for new 
construction on the gas plant $986.53, and we estimate that 
the saving accruing therefrom will pay 100 per cent. on the 
investment, or in other words will pay for itself in one year. 

The construction of a new gas bench was an absolute ne- 
cessity, as the dilapidated condition of the old bench entailed 
an expenditure of about $275.00 per year in repairs alone. 
The repairs on the new bench will cost about $75.00 per 
year, or a saving of $200.00, which will pay for the construc- 
tion of the new bench in two years. We have renovated the 
old purifying boxes belonging to the water gas works and 
are now supplying a gas which is entirely free from sulphu- 
retted hydrogen and other poisonous impurities. These new 
purifiers were necessitated by reason of the fact that the 
plant was subject to a fine of $100.00 every time the State 
Inspector of Gas discovered the above-named impurities in 
the gas, and as we had been warned twice it was deemed ex- 
pedient to make a change. 

The new tanks which have been constructed at the cost of 


$280.38 will be the means of saving many dollars for the 
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plant. Up to the first of the present year, all fuel oil and 
naptha was purchased in barrels, which, besides being the 
most expensive way of purchasing oil, also caused great loss 
from leakage and evaporation. 

The price of naptha and fuel oil in barrels was 63 cents 
and 6 cents per gallon respectively, and in tank cars, as we 
now purchase, is 4.41 cents and 4.29 cents respectively. As 
our annual consumption is about 15,000 gallons of naptha 
and 14,000 gallons of fuel oil, the annual saving may be seen 
to be on naptha $313.50, and on fuel oil $239.40, making a 
total saving of $552.90. When we consider that the entire 
cost of this change was only $280.38 and the economy 
effected was $552.90, an economy making an annual return 
of nearly 200 per cent, we wonder why the change was not 
made years ago. It may be of interest, in connection with 
this paragraph, to note that when the present administration 
assumed charge on July 1, 1897, the price of naptha was 84 
cents per gallon and of fuel oil was 64 cents per gallon. The 
saving per annum on this basis nets for naptha a saving of 
$613.50, and for fuel oil a saving of $309.40, making a total 
saving of $922.90 perannum. So that the installation of the 
receiving tanks effect an economy paying 300 per cent. on 
the investment of $280.38. Let me add here that the mar- 
ket price of naptha has been increasing in the past two years 
and is now quoted at 12 cents in barrel lots, while the plant’s 
yearly contract is 4.41 cents per gallon delivered. 

The change from lighting the town entirely with are lights 
~ to a combination of are and series incandescent lights has 
been productive of great economy, and at the same time has 


not lessened the lighted area of the town. Originally the 
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town was lighted by 98 arc lamps, and at present it is 
lighted by 24 arc lamps and 157 25-candle power series 
incandescent lights, these last 24 are lamps and 157 in- 
candescents being the equivalent of 64 arc lights in the 
amount of power consumed. The 98 are lamps on the old 
system:required 100 horse-power, or an average of 1.02 
horse-power per lamp; the equivalent of 64 are lamps on 
the present system consume 45 horse-power or an average 
of 0.7 horse-power per lamp. This shows a reduction of 30 
per cent. in the power required per are lamp, and illustrates 
the economy of the present system over the old system. As 
may be seen, we use 55 horse-power less on the present sys- 
tem than we did on the old system, and by utilizing this 55 
horse-power for street lighting we could add over 400 of the 
25 candle-power incandescent lights to our present number 
installed. 

The effect of this saving of power in maintaining the street 
lights shows itself more particularly in the coal account. In 
1897 there was used at the electric station 312.6 tons of coal, 
costing $1,138.84; in 1898 there was used 143.2 tons of coal, 
costing $558.76, a reduction of over 50 per cent. The econ- 
omy also is seen in the oil and waste account, which is $78.43 
for 1897 and $49.89 for 1898. Also, the amount paid for 
trimming in 1897 was $888.34 and in 1898 was only $185.77. 
The cost of carbons in 1897 was $271.12 and in 1898 was 
$101.37. The amount expended for repairs of lines and 
wires in 1897 was $1,124.06 and in 1898 was $403.20. On 
these five items alone we find a saving of $2,201.74. These 


comparative figures are submitted merely to show wherein 
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the saving was effected and how the cost of maintaining the 
plant was so materially reduced. 

The accompanying table, compiled from the annual report 
of the State Board of Gas and Electric Light Commissioners 
for 1898, will show the number and cost of street lights used 
by towns in the Commonwealth of about the same ‘size as 
Middleboro. These towns are lighted on annual contracts 
with private electric light companies and burn their lights 


till midnight.

From the above may be seen that the system of street 
lighting introduced in Middleboro is by no means uncom- 
mon, and that the 24 ares and 157 incandescents at present 
in use in the town compare very favorably with the condi- 
tions and number of street lights in towns of the same size 
in the State.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE 


TOWN OF MIDDLEBOROUGH, MASS., 
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To the Citizens of Middleborough : 

The School Committee, in presenting the annual report of 
the condition of the schools for the year ending December 31, 
1898, desire to congratulate you upon the successful results 
of the work which the Superintendent and corps of teachers 
have labored faithfully and conscientiously to attain. The 
high standing our schools present today, compared with those 
of other towns in the Commonwealth, is a matter of justi- 
fiable pride on the part of every citizen of Middleborough. 
This does not imply that there is no further improvement to 
be made. Every ideal reached always presents some other 
ideal in advance just as desirable, and every success achieved 
points to another equally important measure to be secured. 

The free common school is the cornerstone of American 
liberty. Its establishment by our fathers and its maintenance 
thereof by the generations that have succeeded has bequeathed 
to this nation a legacy second to none in the world. To the 

results of our common school education we can trace the 
largest civil, political and religious ‘liberty afforded to the 
people of any nation. We are individually responsible for 
the care, maintenance and perpetuation of this heritage. 
We owe to the children of our country the best and most 
approved appliances for the further development of our ed- 
ucational system, that a nearer approach may be made to a 


still higher and more exalted state of citizenship. 
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The home and the school should hold near relations with 
each other. The pupil whose parents take a personal in- 
terest in the schools is sure to be stimulated to strive for 
more than average attainment ; where a common aim is man- 
ifest in both home and school, there will appear a greater 
interest on the part of the pupil to excel in physical and in- 
tellectual development; where co-operation of home and 
school is felt, there is sure to be mutual understanding be- 
tween parent, teacher and pupil that cannot fail to produce 
the best results possible. 

There are certain rights that belong to parent, child and 
teacher. These are better understood and more truly recog- 
nized where visitation of the parent to the school and calls 
of the teacher upon the home of the child are reciprocal ; 
many a parent learns from such visitation how difficult the 
task of the teacher in directing the thirty or forty boys and 
girls brought together from many homes, and the teacher 
finds reason for the seeming differences among her pupils 
from personal observation of the home surroundings. 

With the steady increase in the number of pupils in at- 
tendance upon our schools there appears to be no place where, 
if their efficiency is to be maintained and corresponding 
progress made in the future, a reduction in equipment or 
support can be entertained. To restrict or contract the nec- 
essary provision for keeping our schools abreast with the 
time and in line of present advancement means cheaper su- 
perintendency, cheaper teaching, poorer work, less satisfac- 
tory results. A retrograde movement is difficult to reverse, 
a return to standing lost hard to recover. In no department 


of public affairs is this more true than that of common school 
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education. The most undesirable economy, the last to be 
exercised, is that applied to the reduction of the appropria- 
tion for the education of our youth. Middleborough, with 
her record in the past, the good standing of her educational 
institutions today, the hope of a future to be realized, in 
order to maintain her position among towns of equal popula- 
tion, should consider well and long before entering upon a 
course that will in the least impair the efficiency of her schools. 

The Committee feel it a duty to call the attention of the 
citizens to the fact that but one school building is insured. 
This matter will be brought more directly to your attention 
at the annual meeting in March. 

Another matter relating to the school buildings should be 
mentioned here. ‘The Union Street building was some time 
ago declared by the State Board of Inspectors unfit, in its 
present condition, for school purposes. The local Board of 
Health have twice advised your Committee that connection 
with the sewer should be made for sanitary reasons. The 
crowded rooms in this building, and also that of School 
Street, must very soon be relieved. Whether alterations 
and enlargement of the present building on Union Street is 
practicable, your Committee have no opinion to offer at 
present, believing the good judgment of the town will pro- 
vide in its own way for the exigency that must soon arise. 

The Pleasant Street and the Plymouth Street buildings are 
in poor repair, small, ill-ventilated and inconvenient for 
school purposes; their condition does not warrant any con- 
siderable outlay of money. The higher standard of admis- 
sion to the Pratt Free School that is now required, increases 


the number of pupils in these buildings. As a suggestion, 
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under the existing state of things, your Committee ask 
consideration to future action in the erection of a building to 
accommodate both schools at some point between where the 
old buildings now stand, believing the general expense of 
the same would be no more than at present, either in care of 
the building or transportation of pupils, while the advantages 
to be derived would more than compensate the expense of 
the change. 

The detail work, expenditure and statistics of the schools 
are very fully and plainly presented in the reports of the 
superintendent and principal of the High School, embodied 
in this report, to all of which your Committee ask careful 


attention and consideration.

Cost of Schools. —The grand total expended on the public 


schools of the town for all purposes reaches $22,438.70,— 


an increase of $529.53 over the previous year. The current 
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expenditures were $21,265.47,— an increase of $184.52. 
In this amount, however, are included $150, salaries of the 
School Committee, which in previous years was not charged 
to the school department. The actual increase, therefore, 
was only $34.52. The schoolhouse repairs and improve- 
ments cost $1,173.23, 


While the whole amount expended was greater than the 





an increase of $345.01. 


year before, the cost of each child in the whole enrollment 
was the same, or $17.78, and for each child in the average 
membership, 72 cents less, or $21.913. This is accounted 
for by an increase in the whole enrollment and in the aver- 
age membership. According to the report of the Secretary 
of the State Board of Education for 1897-98, the cost of the 
schools in the State, for each child in the average member- 
ship, was $25.22,— an increase over the previous year of 
66 cents. This is $3.30 more than the cost in the town. In 
making this comparison the following factors merit attention : 

1. The amount given for the town covers all school ex- 
penses, while that for the State excludes all sums expended 
on school buildings. 

2. The money returns for the town are for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1898, while those for the State cover 
a great variety of such years, there being no uniform fiscal 
year. 

The amount expended for text-books and supplies was 
$1,335.84,— an increase of $72.96 over the previous year. 
The average cost per pupil, in the average membership of 
the schools, remained the same as the year before, or $1.30. 
The average cost in the State for 1897-98 was $1.56, as 


against an average of $1.62 for the past ten years. The 
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amount given for the town includes all money expended for 
apparatus, chemicals, maps, reference books, text-books 
proper, printing, paper, pens, pencils, etc. 

The total amount expended for transportation was $1,- 
775.98,— a decrease of $289.20. The amount expended for 
transportation to the elementary schools was $1,440.35,— a 
decrease of $220.10; that for the high school was $335.63,— 
a decrease of $69.10. This is accounted for in two ways :— 

1. At the beginning of the year the number of convey- 
ances to the elementary schools was reduced from 7 to 6, 
without inconvenience to anyone. 

2. The amount expended for transportation to the high 
school in any year depends on the number of high school 
pupils from the suburbs who are entitled to transportation, 
the total number of days attended by these pupils during 
the year, and the total number of miles for which transpor- 
tation is paid. These vary from year to year. In 1897 the 
number of pupils who received transportation money was 28, 
while the past year it was 27,— a decrease of only 1. The 
decrease in the cost, then, while partly due to this, was 
mainly due to the last two factors. 

School Altendance.—The total number of pupils enrolled 
was 1,262,— an increase of 30 over the previous year, and 
of 205 since 1893; the average membership, 1,024,— an. 
increase of 56; the average daily attendance, 950,— an in- 
crease of 49; the percentage of daily attendance to average 
membership, 92.77,— a decrease of .31. It.is gratifying to 
report, however, that the schools at the Centre show an in- 
crease over the previous year. 


Since 1893, when the percentage of daily attendance to 
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average membership was 87.33, it slowly increased to 93.08 
in 1897. The year 1898 was commenced with a determina- 
tion to increase, if possible, the percentage hitherto reached. 
Earnest efforts were made to accomplish this. These met 
with good success until the month of December, when the 
percentage was so low as to more than counteract the gain 
made before then. The severe November storm and its con- 
sequent effects, especially on the suburban schools, were 
mainly responsible for this, and proved disastrous to the 
fulfilment of our hopes. 

Then, too, the adoption in September of Section 19, Chap- 
ter 496, school legislation of 1898, had some effect. In part 
it is as follows: “In reckoning the average membership 
and the percentage of attendance in the schools, no pupil’s 
name shall be omitted in counting the number of persons be- 
longing to the school and the number of absences of such 
persons, until it is known that such pupil has withdrawn 
from the school without intention of returning, or, in the 
absence of such knowledge, until ten consecutive days of 
absence have been recorded.” Before this a pupil’s name 
was dropped from the roll at the end of ten successive half 
days, or five whole days, of absence, or whenever it was 
known that he had withdrawn from the school with no in- 
tention of returning. It will be readily seen, I think, that 
under the new requirement the attendance has to be some- 
what better to give as good a percentage as formerly. I am 
in hearty sympathy, however, with the State authorities in 
their efforts to secure uniformity in school statistics ; for 


without uniformity the comparative study of the statis- 
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tics of different towns and cities is much more difficult and 
far less satisfactory. 


Tardiness.—The number of cases of tardiness was 1,131, 





a decrease of 11 from the year before. Since 1894, when 
there were 3,009 cases, the number has steadily decreased, 
while the number of pupils enrolled and the average mem- 
bership have steadily increased. This is an excellent show- 
ing, and speaks well for teachers, pupils, and parents. 
Even better results are possible, however, and no reasonable 
efforts should be spared to still further reduce the number. 
The importance of this can hardly be overestimated, Habits 
of regularity and punctuality in school and out of school 
are of priceless value to their possessor, and should be well 
established in the home and in the school. ° 

Dismissals. —The number of cases of dismissal was 1,495, 
—an increase of 12. In 1894 the number was 2,497, It 
was less in 1895, and in 1896 it reached its lowest point, or 
-1,321. Since then it has gradually grown larger. If, 
however, we take into consideration the increase in the 
number of pupils, the result for the past year is an improve- 
ment over the year before. Nevertheless, I cannot refrain 
from saying what I substantially said in my report for 1897. 
Parents should carefully consider the best interests of their 
children and of the school, and not ask to have a child dis- 
missed from school before the hour of closing except for the 
best of reasons. The interests of all will thus be best 
served. 

Statistical Table.—Your attention is called to the statis- 
tical table marked “Exhibit B.” It gives the principal 


school statistics for the years 1892-98. I believe that it 
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will be valuable for future reference. It has been compiled 
with care, and is believed to be substantially correct. The 
whole number of pupils enrolled for the years 1892 to 1895 
inclusive, as given in the table, is not the same as was 
given in the reports for those years. In 1896 the dis- 
covery was made that the returns from one of the 
schools for the years mentioned contained, through some | 
misunderstanding, 


register, even if they had been previously enrolled in some 


all pupils whose names appeared on the 


other school in the town, in the same year. In this way 
some names were counted twice, and the numbers reported 
were too large. After careful research the mistakes were 
corrected, and the correct numbers are found in the table. 
Slight changes are also found in some of the percentages, 
which fare due to a uniform method of reckoning employed 


in preparing the table. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The results of the repairs and improvements made during 
the year, together with those of recent years, are shown in 
an improved condition of at least a part of the school prop- 
erty. It is not too much to say, however, that a large part 
of it is still far from what it should be. The work should 
by all means be continued. 

The condition of Union Street school building is such that 
it should be replaced by a new structure. Its heating, ven- 
tilation, lighting, and general adaptation to school purposes 
are a good illustration of what they should not be. The 
arrangement of its rooms is such that quite a little of the 


time and energy of the teachers is wasted. Besides, it is too 
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small to properly accommodate the pupils who have to 
attend there. All this will become very evident, I think, 
to anyone who will inspect the building and visit the 
schools. The advisability of remodeling and repairing it I 
very much question. 

The two buildings at North Middleboro are beyond re- 
pair. They should be speedily replaced by a two-room 
building at some central point. This done, the cost of 
maintaining the schools would not be increased, and better 
work would be possible. 

The work of properly heating and ventilating the subur- 
ban school buildings should by all means be continued. 

Many of the school grounds should be graded. They 
should be made more attractive, and, in some cases, more 
conducive to health. 

TEACHERS. 

A survey of the history of civilization shows that changes 
of great significance and far-reaching importance have taken 
place in governments and in institutions ; in the industrial, 
business, and social world; in religion and morals; and in 
education. ; 

Education has been powerfully affected by change. A 
comparative study of the present with the not too remote 
past will reveal many things that indicate progress. We 
find education more universal; increased interest in public 
higher education; material conditions greatly improved ; 
the aim of education better understood, and its ends more 
clearly defined; changes, of an evolutionary and_ revolu- 
tionary nature, in theory and practice; more and_ better 


qualified teachers. 
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It is evident, I think, that we are living in new times 
with new ideals and many new problems. ‘These call for 
new men and new measures. How applicable this is to 
teachers! The qualifications demanded of them to-day are 
of a much higher order than formerly. This is true as to 
natural aptitude, health, presence, scholarship, professional 
training, skill in governing and teaching, and character. 

Our teachers as a body have caught the spirit of the 
times, and are making commendable efforts to better fit 
themselves for their work. This is shown by the number 
and character of the professional books and papers which 
they read, their interest in educational meetings, their 
attendance at summer schools (8 of the 33 having at- 
tended such schools the past summer), and the improved 
work in many of the school-rooms. 

The resignations during the year and at its close were as 
follows: Jennie W. Bennett, of the High School ; Lillian 
M. Thomas, of the Main Street; Ethel G. Nichols, of the 
School Street; Emma A. Schoff, of the Plymouth Street ; 
Bertha E. Bryant, of the Fall Brook ;. and Helen S. Maxim, 
of the Rock. All of these resignations, but one, were caused 
by the acceptance of better paying positions elsewhere or 
matrimony. 

TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 

Teachers’ meetings are invaluable as a means for stimulat- 
ing the professional spirit and strengthening the professional 
standing of teachers, and for improving and energizing the 
work of the schools. Our aim has been, therefore, to con- 
duct them in such a way as (1) to increase the teacher's 


knowledge of the science of education; (2) to create higher 
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ideals of the aim and purpose of the schools; (8) to make 
closer co-operation possible; -(4) to strengthen the force of 
sympathy; and (5) to imbue each one with the spirit of 
enthusiasm. 

Meetings were held during the school months of the year 
as follows: 

General, principals’, and grade, — monthly ; high school, 
— weekly ; Pedagogical Club, — fortnightly. 

For the grade meetings the teachers were divided as fol- 
lows: Primary, grades 1-3; lower grammar, grades 4-6; 
upper grammar, grades 7-9; suburban, mixed grades. 

The meetings were conducted along the same lines as 
indicated in last year’s report, but with constant efforts to- 
wards improving and making them more valuable. At the 
general meetings, besides the part taken by the teachers 
and the superintendent, lectures were delivered by educa- 
tionists as follows: Mr. Robert C. Metealf, supervisor of 
schools, Boston, “Written Language” (2); Rev. A. EK. 
Winship, editor of “Journal of Education,” Boston, “ 
ing;” Mr. John T. Prince, Ph.D., agent of the State Board 


of Education, West Newton, “The Developing Method of 


Train-

Teaching. 

The Pedagogical Club is an organization with a voluntary 
membership, which is not confined to teachers. Its meetings 
are held in the high school assembly room every other Mon- 
day evening, between seven and eight o’clock. It is in the 
sixth year of its existence, a fact which speaks well for the 
teachers. Its members are at present making a study of 
Harris’s “ Psychologic Foundations of Education.” 


Besides these meetings the teachers attended a very profit- 
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able State institute held at Bridgewater, in the normal school 


building.

This institution was never better than now. Its teachers 
are competent and hard-working; the student body is filled 
with a desire to improve the opportunities offered, and the 
spirit of the school is excellent. All the classes are now 
pursuing the course of study prepared in 1895, which is 
believed to be a great improvement over the one in use before 
that time. 

T cannot forbear my recommendation of last year that a 
commercial course be added to the curriculum. It should 
consist of commercial branches together with enough subjects 
from other courses to make it a strong four-years’ course. 
This would satisfy a long-felt want by some of our citizens, 
and would materially increase the usefulness of the school. 

The adding of another course would necessitate the hiring 
of an additional teacher, and so increase the expenses. As 
the time of the additional teacher, however, would not all 
be needed for teaching the new subjects, part of it would be 
available for other. subjects. This would make possible a 
division of those classes which at present are too large for 
teaching purposes, and thus give relief that is very much 
needed. 

It is gratifying to report that the removal of the chemical 
laboratory from the basement has been made possible by the 
newly prepared room on the third floor. This will not only 
do away with many of the objectionable features of the lab- 


oratory in its present location, but it will give additiona] 
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room for recitation purposes, for which there has been a cry- 
ing need for a number of years. 

The High School Literary Society, which was organized 
in 1895, is in a flourishing condition. The opportunities it 
offers for training along certain lines that are of value to the 
young people now, and that will be of greater value later, 
are many. Meetings are held once in two weeks. 

The report of the principal of the school follows, and I re- 
spectfully call your attention to the same, especially to the 


recommendation made therein: 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


Mr, A. J. Jacoby, Superintendent of Schools: 

Dear Sir,—I hereby submit a brief report of the High 
School for the past year. The statistics of the school for 
December are embodied in your report. Last September 
the enrollment was the largest we have ever had. The per- 
centage of attendance for the year was 97, a gain of one per 
cent over that of 1897. There was a noticeable decrease in 
the number of cases of tardiness and dismissal. 

There has been one change in our corps of teachers during 
the year. Miss Jennie Bennett resigned in the fall to accept 
a position in the Model School at Bridgewater. Miss Eliza- 
beth W. Kenyon, of Point Judith, R.I., was elected to fill 
the vacancy. 

Our chemical laboratory and recitation room will, when 
completed, remove the inconveniences and difficulties under 
which we have labored in arranging programs to suit our 


accommodations, and lend that encouragement and inspiration 
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to both teachers and pupils which always result from pleas- 
ant and attractive surroundings. 

Many of the high schools in the State have but one ses- 
sion. One of the chief arguments against trying this plan 
in our school has been that the town was so large territorially 
that it would be impracticable for students living at distances 
to reach school before the opening of the session. Under the 
present conditions, however, the one session plan would greatly 
favor pupils depending upon the train service. Pupils com- 
ing from different parts of the town by rail arrive at about 8 
o'clock, and most of them are obliged to remain until 5 or 6 
o’clock in the afternoon. This makes a very long day for 
them, especially if they live at a distance from the station. 
There are some instances in which a pupil leaves home at 7 
o'clock A.m., and does not return until 7 p.m. If there were 
a single session from 8.15 to 1.15, train pupils might leave 
for home about 2 p.m., as the service would accommodate 
them at that time. This would give a single school session 
of the same length as our two sessions are at present. <A 
recess of 15 or 20 minutes might be given about the middle 
of the session. 

Under this plan, pupils: taking music lessons would have 
an opportunity of doing so without being excused from 
school. Teachers would have a better opportunity to pre- 
pare their work. Most High School pupils prepare much of 
their work out of school. This plan would favor them. 
There are many stormy days when pupils go home at noon 
and are not able to return. One session would be prefera- 
ble under these cireumstances. A chance would be given to 


equalize the recitation periods, which are now necessarily 
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shorter during the afternoon session. Under the present 
favorable conditions, I would respectfully recommend that 
the one session plan be given a trial. 

One of the greatest functions of the High School is to 
serve as a power-house. Pupils should there learn the prin- 
ciples of self-government, and acquire habits of observation 
and research, which will enable them to cope successfully 
with the problems of life. They should be the better pre- 
pared for the duties of citizenship. Minds should be trained 
so that the power of acquisition along any line of work may 
be greatly enhanced in consequence of such training. A 
thirst for knowledge should be unconsciously engrafted into 
the minds of the pupils, so that they will have a desire to 
continue certain lines of thought and investigation. 

We feel that this desire for further study is characteristic 
of the graduates of our High School. Of the twenty-one 
pupils of last year’s class, fifteen are continuing their studies 
as follows: In Dartmouth College, 2; Philadelphia Dental 
College, 1; Bridgewater State Normal School, 3; Bay View 
Institute, 1; Teachers’ Training Class, 6; post graduate 
work in High School, 2. Most of our present senior class 
are contemplating taking a higher course of study. 

The annual graduating exercises were held in Town Hall,

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


Course of Study.—A course of study is a necessary part 
of every system of schools. To arrange a properly graded 
course is by no means an easy matter. This is shown by the 
discussions which have been going on in educational circles 
for a number of years as to what constitutes an ideal course. 
Nevertheless, in response to changed conditions or advanc- 
ing thought, new courses must be prepared or old ones mod- 
ified. | 


Every course should be based upon a clear knowledge of 
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the ends to be reached by school education. These I be- 
lieve to be four: (1) A body that will readily respond to its 
owner's will; (2) mental development, with no power over- 
cultivated or neglected (3) moral freedom ; 7.e., the power 
and disposition to choose and-to do the right; (4) a knowl- 
edge of institutional life, especially of the civilization in 
which one lives, and a preparation for this life. 

With these ends clearly in mind, the next step is the se- 
lection of the culture material that is available for educational 
purposes, and the arrangement of this material both as to its 
nature and the nature of the child, in the course. This in- 
volves a multitude of questions, many of which have been 
prominently before the educational world for a long time. 

It is impossible within the limits of this report to discuss 
in detail any of the questions involved. A brief statement 
of some of the characteristics which I believe a good course 
for the elementary schools should possess, may be of interest. 

1. It should be sufficiently definite and’ specific so as to be 
valuable for guidance, and at the same time flexible enough 
for the individuality of the teacher to have scope in adapting 
it to the needs of the individual child. 

2. It should closely articulate with the kindergarten on 
the one hand and the secondary school on the other. 

3. Its subjects should be gathered into groups. 

4, It should consist of easy steps, and be so arranged that 
each step taken at the proper time will naturally and easily 
help the advance of the pupil to the next step. 

5. It should make possible the securing of the unfolding 
of the pupil’s powers in their natural order. 


A course of study, however, is a means to an end and not 
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an end in itself. It needs right interpretation and proper 
use by the teachers if it is to become a living reality in the 
pupils. In the administration of a course of study, then, 
certain things should be kept in mind. 

In the first place, different parts of the course require dif- 
ferent methods of treatment. 

Secondly, the relations between the different branches of 
knowledge of the course need to be understood by the teacher. 
Subjects touch and overlap each other at many points, and 
teachers should be able to avail themselves of this fact in 
order that good results may be obtained without loss of time 
and.energy. The term correlation, which has come into very 
general use during recent years, emphasizes these relations 
and suggests plans for aiding the pupils in the acquisition 
of knowledge and the development of power. 

In the third place, the needs of the individual child should 
be considered, and the course adapted to the child rather 
than the child to the course. : 

The course for our elementary schools has been under- 
going revision for some time, and the work is still in prog- 
ress. In the revision, the ideas previously stated regarding 
the nature of the course have been constantly kept in mind. 
Last year’s report contained the revised courses in arith- 
metic and in physiology and hygiene. The course in lan- 
guage lessons and grammar is found in Exhibit F of the 
present report. 

Mimeograph copies of the courses in the other subjects 
have been furnished to the teachers. ) 

School Adornment.—Many of the school rooms are much 


more attractive than they were three or four years ago.

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The efforts of teachers and pupils in beautifying the rooms 
with pictures, and in other ways increasing their attractive- 
ness, is most commendable, and should be encouraged. 

What grand opportunities are here offered for private 
munificence! Suitable pictures and other works of art. 
given to the schools by private individuals, or the means for 
securing such, will not only encourage teachers and pupils, 
but the silent influences which will go forth will become 
manifest in a higher appreciation of beauty and in purer 
and sweeter lives. 

Iam happy to report that this work has begun. During 
the year, pictures, an organ, and a piano were generously 
given to the schools by interested friends.

True education implies not only the 
proper culture of the intellect and the right development of 
the physical powers, but the laying of a foundation of moral 


character that will result in honest, upright, and virtuous 
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men and women. Any system of education that leaves out 
the last is sadly deficient. 

Among the means at hand for character building in 
schools, are the government of the schools, the various 
branches of study, moral lessons, and personal example. 

A school should be governed in such a way as to afford 
valuable moral training; the different branches should be so 
taught as to make potent the valuable moral elements con- 
tained in them; and the teacher should seek for the possibil- 
ities of virtue and usefulness that are in every child, and con- 
stantly and actively aim to form in the pupil right character. 

Many opportunities present themselves each day for giving 
effective moral instruction. There are certainly fit times and 
places and manners in which to say and to do things for the 
heart’s good, and the true teacher should know when, where, 
and how these occur and improve them. Prof. Northend 
has well said: “It may be at the opening of the school, 
during some recitation, on the playground, or after the close 
of school. It may be when God speaks in the thunder, 
smiles in the flowers, or blesses in the bounteous fruits. It 
may be in the school-room, by the way side, or in the grove. 
At any time, in any place, and in many ways there will be 
opportunities to reach the heart in the ‘still small voice,’ 
uttered in tones of kindness and love.” 

This incidental training to be most effective should be 
supplemented, however, by regular and systematic instruc- 
tion in morals and manners. The possession by a person of 
a feeling of duty and an idea of obligation, though necessary, 


are not sufficient. He should also possess such knowledge 
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as will enable him to determine what ought to be done under 
varying circumstances. 

In all this training the teacher’s example is all important. 
We must remember that a good life is lived, not professed ; 
that a teacher’s life should be a standing incentive to right 
living; and that we cannot make our pupils better than we 
ourselves are. 

Our schools now give both incidental training and regular 
instruction. A course in morals and manners is being pre- 
pared, which will probably be completed in the early part of 
the coming year. While the schools have always rendered 
most valuable service in character building, it is hoped that 
even more may be done in this direction in the future. Let 
us believe, with Dr. W. T. Harris, that the best help that 
one can oive his fellows is that which enables them to help 
themselves; that the best school is that which makes the 
pupils able to teach themselves; and that the best instruction 


in morality makes the pupil a law unto himself. 


Banps oF MERcY. 


In the latter part of the year Mr. A. J. Leach, State 
organizer of the “ American Humane Education Society,” 
organized the schools into “ Bands of Mercy.” These bands 
do much good by teaching children how to treat dumb ani- 
mals, by inculcating a feeling of sympathy for all creatures, 
and, in'general, by broadening their humanity. In the words 
of President Angell, “They teach and lead every child and 
older person to seize every opportunity to say a kind word 


or to do a kind act that will make some other human being 


ag 


or some dumb creature happier.” Thus is added another 


force in character building. 


CONCLUSION. 


The year was characterized by earnest and harmonious 
efforts on the part of the educational forces to increase the 
efficiency of the schools. I believe that these efforts were 
successful. The knowledge of this should stimulate all to 
ereater efforts in the future. With a continuation of united 
forces, high ideals and intelligent and well directed efforts, 
the possibilities of the future cannot be measured. 

It seems fitting that I should take this opportunity for 
expressing my appreciation of the kind and courteous treat- 
ment and generous support given me in the performance of 
my duties by the School Committee, teachers, pupils, and 
parents. To all who in any way have helped to make the 
year’s work pleasant and profitable, I tender my sincere 
thanks.

FOR THE 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To BE HeLp In THE Town Hatt, Monpay, Marca 6, 1899. 





Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers. The fol- 
lowing officers to be voted for on one ballot, viz. : one Town 
Clerk, one Treasurer, one Collector of Taxes, thirteen Con- 
stables, three Fish Wardens, one Auditor and three Fence 
Viewers, all for one year each; one Selectman, one Assessor 
for three years; one Overseer of the Poor for three years ; 
three Trustees of the Public Library for three years each, and 
one Trustee of the Public Library (to fill vacancy) for one 
year; two members of the School Committee, each for three 
years; one member of the Municipal Light Board for three 
years, and one member of the Board of Health for three 
years. The polls for the election of these officers will open 
at half-past eleven o’clock A.m., and will not be closed before 
half-past three p.m. 

Art. 3. To vote by ballot “Yes” or “No,” in answer to 
the question: “Shall licenses be granted for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors in this town?” 

Art. 4. To raise such sums of money by tax or otherwise 
as may be necessary to defray the expenses of the town for 
the current year, appropriate the same, and to act on any- 
thing in relation to the assessment and collection of taxes 
for the year. 

Art. 5. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to hiring money in anticipation of taxes the present year, or 


for any other purpose. 
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Art. 6. To hear the reports of any of the officers or com- 
mittees of the town, and act thereon. 

Art. 7. To allow accounts against the town, or act thereon. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote that the yards of per- 
sons chosen Field Drivers shall be town pounds so long as they 
remain in office, provided they shall be chosen pound keepers.

To see what action the town will take in relation 
to concrete or other sidewalks, appropriate any sum of money 
for the same, and act thereon. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the Municipal Light Board for their services the present 


year, and act thereon. 
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Art. 19. To consider and determine what action the town 
will take for receiving ten thousand dollars from David G. 
Pratt and Gerard C. Tobey, trustees, pursuant to the request 
of Enoch Pratt, late of Baltimore, Maryland, deceased, in his 
last will and testament, the same to be invested by said town 
and the income thereof to be annually paid by it for the sup- 
port of the Public Library of said town, and to act anything 
in relation thereto.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF 
~ ANIMALS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

I respectfully submit the following report for 1899: 

The examination of all animals suspected by their owners 
or others of having some contagious disease, and the annual 
inspection ordered by the cattle commissioners of the State 
of all herds and buildings where same are kept. 

During the year have had killed and buried two glandered 


horses and eight milch cows afflicted with tuberculosis.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Middleboro : 

The Board of Health submit their annual report for the 
year closing December 31, 1899. 

Owing to the changes which are to be made in the sewer- 
age system of this town, we thought it would not be best to 
compel entrance to the sewer during the year, except in such 
cases as when the existing conditions were a positive menace 
to the public health. 

There have been but few cases of infectious diseases dur- 
ing the past year, and but one of them proved fatal. Three 
cases of diphtheria, seven of typhoid fever and seven of scar- 
let fever have been reported. The diphtheria cases were 
contracted outside the town, and the prompt use of the for- 
maldehyde lamp, purchased by the Board, prevented the 
spread of the disease. The scarlatina existed only in one 
locality and did not confine the patients to the hotse until 
reported to and quarantined by the Board. As formerly, 
antitoxin and culture tubes may be obtained at Smith & 
Hathaway’s pharmacy. We recommend the use of culture 
tubes in all suspected cases of diphtheria, and request that 
they shall be used after recovery from said disease before 
the patient attends school. The Board also recommends a 


weak solution of formaldehyde for disinfecting purposes 
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about the sick room in place of proprietary remedies which 
are commonly used. 

During the Christmas vacation the Board was requested to 
fumigate the schoolhouses in the village, but were obliged to 
refuse on account of not having proper apparatus. How- 
ever, the schoolhouse at Muttock was fumigated, as that was 
the locality of the scarlet fever, and no cases of that disease 
have been reported since then. At the last meeting it was 
voted to purchased a generator of sufficient size to thoroughly 
fumigate a room containing 12,000 cubic feet.

It will be seen that our snow bills were heavy the past 
year, exceeding $2,400 since January 1,\1899, and over 
$3,400 including the November storm previous. The last 
uncompleted section of road building, 2,200 feet long on 
Highland street, was finished in November; 900 feet of ma- 
cadam road was thoroughly built on Pierce street in April ;

A petition has 
been presented to have Star avenue accepted and built, which 
seems necessary; not an expensive job. Reland street was 
accepted by town some five years ago, and should be built 
the present year; will probably be requested. A continu- 
ation of sidewalk on Town House avenue on the east side 
would be appreciated. Teams could be hitched on north side 
of Town House lot and not obstruct the avenue, which they 
now do.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
To the Trustees of the Middleborough Public Library : 


Gentlemen,— The following is a report of the work of the 
Library for the year closing December 31st, 1899. 

The circulating department has been open 305 days from 
2 p.M. until 8 p.m. The number of books given out for 
home reading was 25,365, of which 21,923 were fiction, 967 
were travels, 419 were history, 855 were biography, 354 
were scientific, 504 poetry and essays, 77 were religious, 
165 were unclassified, and 601 were bound volumes of 
magazines. The largest. circulation was in January,— 
2,491, and the smallest was in June,—1,776 volumes. 
The largest number given out in one day was on February 
25th, when 220 volumes were drawn, and the smallest num- 
ber on August 10th,— 21 volumes. Of the 25,365 books 
delivered to the public, 13,642 have been covered, num- 


bered and stamped — many of them several times — besides 
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being mended and repaired in various ways, much time and 
labor being necessary to keep them in good condition for 
circulation, all of which is done by the librarian and attend- 
ants in library hours. There have been added to the Library 
during the year 380 volumes, the Accession Catalogue num- 
bering to date 7,794; 12 volumes are completely worn out, 
and have been discarded, but are to be replaced by new 
ones; two books have been lost by borrowers, and at this 
writing have not been returned nor paid for; 222 volumes 
have been rebound; the number of the last card issued 
is 3,127. 

Of the many young people who frequent the reading room 
every day a few are wilful and disorderly and a great hind- 
rance to those who wish to read or study. It is anything 
but agreeable for the librarian to continually correct and 
send from the room boys and girls who should, to say the 
least, have self-respect enough to conduct themselves as 
ladies and gentlemen. If this matter is allowed to continue, 
the reading room will become a failure rather than “the 
greatest good to the greatest number.” 

Through the kindness of Mrs. Harriett Lehman, of Wash- 
ington, D.C.. the Library has received the Chautauquan 
Magazine from 1881 to 1899. Some are bound volumes, 
the remainder in regular magazine,form. Those in maga- 


zine form have since been bound.

The series of public documents furnished by the State to 
its public libraries has been reccived, and a beginning has 
been made to prepare a card catalogue of the State docu- 
ments, by which the contents will become much more acces- 
sible. Valuable reports and documents have been received 
from the United States Government. 

To all who have assisted in any way in the success of the 
Library the trustees wish to express their hearty thanks.

After the building committee for the new barn had finished 
their labors it was found necessary to complete the work 
around the building by grading, building walls to hold banks 
and making arrangements for carrying off surface water from 
the cellar; also building open sheds for protection for the 
cattle when turned into the barn yard, fencing the same, ete. 
It was also thought best to remove the old barn and utilize 
the good lumber for the above-named purposes. This was 
done and the old cellar filled, all of which has been quite an 
item of expense, but it seemed wise to put the whole in good 


condition. 
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At the very last of 1898 it was found necessary to purchase 
a new heater. This was not set up until this year. The 
piping, fittings and labor made extra expense, but the whole 
heating of the house is now more satisfactory and less ex- 
pensive than before. a 

The farm has this year been connected by telephone with 
the village and outside world, which we believe to be a move 
in the right direction. 

The inmates of the institution grow older and more feeble 
each year. Five are over eighty years of age, one eighty- 
six and one ninety. Two are confined to their beds and two 
others totally blind, and still others unable to do any work. 
This means increased attention and time from the superin- 
tendent and matron to care properly for the invalids, and 
the consequent hiring of help both indoors and on the farm. 

This expense we feel sure is very materially lessened by 
the unusual ability of both the superintendent and matron in 
their arduous and responsible positions. We wish to main- 
tain the standard which they have helped us to attain, and 
cordially invite the people of the town who are interested to 
call and see for themselves how this branch of the town’s 
business is conducted, and suggestions for the good of the 
town are always kindly considered by the Board of Overseers

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REPORT OF THE TOWN BARN BUILDING 
COMMITTEE. 


At the last annual town meeting your committee was in- 
structed to erect a new barn at the town farm at a cost not 
to exceed $3,200, which the committee thought sufficient to 
complete the work. In our report at that time we made no 
estimate on cementing the cellar bottom, which was sandy 
and made it a necessity; the price of lumber advanced, 
which added to the cost of the building, and more grading 
had to be done than we expected. We have erected a good, 
substantial, plain building, that is well fitted for all its re- 
quirements, and have aimed to have everything done in a 
manner that would not have to be changed, and at as low a 
cost as possible. 

Notwithstanding the extra expenses, we have kept within 


the appropriation and have a small balance left.

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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL 
LIGHT BOARD. 


The Municipal Light Board herewith presents the sixth 
annual report of the lighting plant to the citizens of Middle- 
boro. 

We are pleased to be able to present a report showing such 
a substantial growth in the business. An increase in the in- 
come of twenty per cent. for the year as a whole and over 
twenty-five per cent. for the ‘last six months certainly is a 
promise of better things near at hand. 

Weare glad to see that so many are coming to the support 
of the plant and wish that all might realize that, owning the 
plant as they do, the citizens have only to support it by using 
the light to bring the prices for gas and electricity within the 
reach of all. 

The most important addition to the plant for the year is a 
substantial brick stack, one hundred feet high, built to re- 
place the iron one at the electric station, a portion of which 
fell last August. 

The lines have been extended considerably to accommo- 
date new customers, particularly for domestic lighting. The 
growth along this line is marked, as many have come to 
realize the convenience and safety of electric lights, espe- 
cially in stables and other places where the carrying of 


lighted lamps or lanterns is a source of danger. 
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It was hoped that it would be possible to again reduce the 
appropriation this year, but unlooked-for expenses, together 
with the greatly increased cost of supplies, will make it nec- 
essary for us to ask for $6,000 as last year, divided as fol- 
lows: Interest, $3,840; bond payment, $1,500; suburban 
lighting, $375; construction, $785.

To the Municipal Light Board of Middleboro: 

Gentlemen,—I have the honor of presenting to you the 
sixth annual report of the Middleboro Gas and Electric Plant 
for the year ending December 31, 1899. 

During the first four months of the year the plant was 
under the management of Mr. A. L. Drum, and the balance 
under that of the present manager. 

The year has been both a successful one and a difficult one. 

The condition of the commercial part of the business is 
better now than at any other period in the history of the 
plant. The income from the sale of electricity for the year 
shows « gain of over $1,000, which is an increase of 20 per 
cent. over the previous year, while the income for the last 
six months of the year is 254 per cent. greater than that of 


the first six months and 264 per cent. greater than for the 
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corresponding period of the previous year. This, it will be 
noted, is a very large gain for so short a time. 

The gas income, which has been gradually falling off 
through the years, has shown a slight increase of about $50 
during the last six months. 

Within the last eight months there have been added over 
500 incandescent lamps, which isa growth of 25 per cent., 
also ten are lights and several gas customers. 

There are at present just 200 customers, 49 taking gas 
only, 101 electricity only and 50 both gas and electricity. 

There have been made 1,426,200 cubic feet of gas, and 
the electricity generated, exclusive of are lighting, has been 
98,319,290 watt hours, which is equivalent to 131,795 horse 
power hours, or an average of 36.1 horse power for ten hours 
per day. To this should be added the are lighting, which 
averages about 27 horse power. The maximum load reached 
was 181 horse power. . 

There has been a decided reduction in the amount expended 
for wages this year, and the utmost economy has been prac- 
tised along all lines. 

This is proved by the fact that, with all the extraordinary 
expenses mentioned later, we came to the end of the year 
with practically enough cash on hand to pay all bills. 

Among the difficulties with which we have had to contend, 
together with a reduction of the appropriation by $1,000 and 
an increase in the bond payment of $500, may be mentioned 
the following : 

The first of January found the lines in an extremely bad 
condition, owing to a general decay and the effects of the 
storm of November 27, 1898. 
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Only temporary repairs were made during December, 
1898. <A great deal of time has been put on the lines, the 
storm itself causing an extra expense on this year of nearly 
three hundred dollars, and while the lines are not yet in the 
best condition, there is a great improvement. 

Changes have been commenced which will equalize the 
voltage in the centre of the town, thus allowing a better 
regulation and giving a more satisfactory light. 

An expense of $200 came on this year for the repairing 
of the wall which fell into the tail race at the electric station 
some time before. 

On May fourth a fire at the gas station caused a loss of 
about $130. Fortunately it. was discovered early, and a 
more serious loss prevented. 

On account of the passing of the Electric Railroad through 
the town, an expense of a little over $300 above the amount 
received from them was incurred. 

Some years ago, when the Star Mills were being operated, 
the river was mowed occasionally to prevent the accumula- 
tion of grass and weeds to such an extent that the flow of 
the water would be seriously interfered with. During the 
Jast seven or eight years, however, nothing had been done, 
and the stream was so badly choked that it was necessary to 
mow it again. This was done in July, and served to let 
down what little water there was much more rapidly. 

Never in the history of the plant has the water power 
been of so little service as during the last six months. The 
lack of rain, together with the constant drawing from the 
lake system of the cities of Taunton and New Bedford, 


has made it necessary for us to do practically all of our 
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work with the engine. What this means in dollars and 
cents to the town may be readily seen when it is stated that 
the same amount of coal has been used during the last six 
months as was required for the previous year, namely, 200 
tons. <A portion of this is due to increased business, but a 
much greater portion to lack of water. 

On a quiet, pleasant day in August, without warning, 
about 25 feet of the steel stack at the electric station fell, a 
portion crashing through the roof of the engine room. It 
was not considered advisable to again put up a steel stack, 
and at a special town meeting an appropriation of $1,200 
was asked for to erect a brick chimney. 

This chimney, a round one, 100 feet high, was completed 
very opportunely, as it would have been impossible to have 
furnished the extra amount of steam required, on account of 
the low water, with the broken stack. 

The abolishment of the Centre street grade crossing neces- 
sitated the moving of the naphtha and fuel oil tanks and 
stable at the gas station. 

This has been partially completed at a cost of $132.98. 
This will be repaid by the railroad. 

One other cause of extra expense has been the great in- 
crease in the cost of supplies, and this will affect us much 
more in the coming year than in the past one. Bituminous 
coal has advanced $2.75 per ton, naphtha from 4.41 cents 
to 7 cents per gallon and fuel oil in proportion, while all 
metals have advanced from 50 to 200 per cent. 

For this reason, while we would like to cut down the 
appropriation, it will probably be necessary for us to ask 


for the same amount this year, namely, $6,000. 
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Together with the rise in prices has come a difficulty in 


getting some kinds of supplies, particularly incandescent 


street lamps, and this has resulted on one or two occasions 


in there being a number of lamps out on the streets, with no 


means of replacing them. 


It has been asked why the incandescent street lamps are 


oceasionally seen lighted in the afternoon. This is done that 


the lamps may be inspected, and the poor and burned-out 


lamps replaced. 


I do not wish to close this part of my report without a 
mention of the careful and efficient service of our superin- 


tendent, Mr. Philbrook, and the interest taken by the other 


men in their work.

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REPORT OF AUDITOR. 


Lo the Citizens of the Town of Middleborough : 

I have examined the accounts and vouchers of the Town 
Treasurer, Selectmen, Assessors, Collectors, School Com- 
mittee, Overseers of the Poor, Municipal Light Plant, Pub- 
lic Library, Committee on Town Barn, Committee on Forest 
Street Schoolhouse and Committee on Union Street School- 
house, and find them correct. The two schoolhouse com- 
mittees rendered their reports to February 1, 1900, so that 
the payments shown do not agree with the Town Treasurer's 
figures, his books having been closed December 30, 1899. 
The following overdrafts appear: Soldiers’ Relief, $1,062.58 ; 
Military Aid, $276.00 ; Suppression of Crime, $126.92. The 
first two named are on accounts which are uncontrollable by 
the town officers, and the other overdraft is the result of ex- 
penditures previous to the year 1899. 

The appropriation of $300 for the purpose of employing 
an expert accountant to install a complete system of accounts 
into all departments has not been used. The Auditor, after 
diligent search, was unable to find a man of sufficient repu- 
tation to guarantee the character of the work who would 
undertake it for the amount available. A local committee, 
with some outside help, could probably use the present ap- 
propriation and make considerable improvement, but it 
would need at least $200 more to employ a professional ac- 
countant to do the whole work. The matter is therefore re- 
ferred to the town for such action as may be deemed best.

ABSTRACT FROM THE RECORDS. 


The following is an abstract from the records showing the 
votes that were passed and the business done at the meetings 
of the town holden during the year 1899: 


ANNUAL MEETING MARcH 6. 


Warren H. Southworth chosen Moderator. 

The Selectmen, Jared F. Alden and John A. Miller, were 
appointed a committee to consider the matter of sewerage, 
obtain plans, estimates, etc., and report at an adjourned 
meeting; also to consider the matter of applying for an act 
of the Legislature concerning the town’s sewage system, and 
sewage purification and disposal. 

It was voted that the town locate three fishing places and 
sell the right to fish in two of them, the sale to be by auetion 
and at once. 

Mr. L. Deane, as auctioneer, sold the right to take her- 
rings for one year to Charles Tribou for sixty dollars ($60).

Andrews were appointed to investigate the matter of repair- 
ing the barn at the almshouse or of building a new one, and 
to report at an adjourned meeting, making recommendations 
and giving estimates as to the cost of carrying out their pro- 
posed plans. 

Warren H. Southworth, Henry W. Sears, J. Addison 
Shaw, Bert J. Allan and Fred C. Sparrow were appointed 
to consider the subject of building a new schoolhouse or of re- 
modelling the Union street building; also of buying a lot 
and building a new schoolhouse at North Middleboro. 

The proceeds of the dog licenses, and of most other 
licenses, were appropriated for the support of the Public 
Library. 3 

Voted to receive and accept from David G. Pratt and 
Gerard C. Tobey, trustees, $10,000, bequeathed to the 
town by the late Enoch Pratt, the income of which is to be 
used for the benefit of the Public Library. 

The Treasurer is authorized to receive the same, and under 
the direction of the Trustees of the Public Library to invest 
it. The fund is to be known as the “ Enoch Pratt Fund.” 

The Selectmen were authorized to appoint some Constable 
as Sunday police, at an expense not to exceed one dollar a 
day of service. 

The sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250) was appro- 
priated for the suppression of crime. It was voted that the 
town, Insure its own schoolhouses. 

Voted, “that the town extend to the late Enoch Pratt, his 
heirs and trustees, its grateful thanks for the munificent gift 
made to said town in his last will, for the use and benefit of 


the Public Library, and that we shall hold in grateful re- 
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membrance the name and memory of the late Enoch Pratt 
as the true type of the wealthy citizens who act upon the 
divine principle that ‘it is more blessed to give than to 
receive,’ ” 

A committee, consisting of the Moderator, the Selectmen, 
the Auditor and the following citizens: Charles F. Cornish, 
Jared F. Alden, Henry W. Sears, William A. Andrews, 
William L. Faxon, John A. Miller, J. Addison Shaw, 
Fred C. Sparrow, Zenas E. Phinney and Charles M. 
Thatcher, were to consider all unfinished business, and 
report at the adjournment of this meeting what action they 
believe the town should take thereon. 

The names of Josiah H. Thomas and Horace W. Macom- 
ber were stricken from the proposed list of jurors, and the 
name of Arthur M. Hinkley was added. ‘Then the amended 
list was accepted. 

The Municipal Light Board are to be paid $150 by vote 
of town. The Treasurer was authorized to hire not ex- 
ceeding forty thousand dollars ($40,000), in anticipation of 


taxes. 


Marcu 25, 1899, ANNUAL MEETING CONTINUED. 


Committee on town barn reported: To build a plain, 
substantial building at an expense not to exceed three thous- 
and two hundred dollars ($3,200). Report accepted and 
adopted, and the same persons ordered to build the barn. 

Report of Committee on Schoolhouses accepted, so far as 
they advised not to build a new schoolhouse at North Mid- 
dleboro. The matter of building sidewalks was indefinitely 
postponed. 
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Henry W. Sears, Thomas S. Hodgson, George H. Shaw, 
Fred C. Sparrow and William A. Andrews were chosen to 
investigate the question of schoolhouse on Union street, and 
report at the next meeting. 

It was voted’as the sense of the meeting that the annual 
Town Meeting be called as early as 8 o’clock a.m., and that 
the voting only occur on the first day, and the business be 
done later. 

Aprit 29. Three reports were presented by members of the 
Schoolhouse Committee, when the whole subject was referred 
to the same committee with instructions to consider the mat- 
ter of building two or more school buildings in different sec- 
tions of the Centre. 

John C. Sullivan, Arthur H. Leonard, J. Addison Shaw, 
William C. Litchfield, M. H. Cushing and D. D. Sullivan 
were added to the committee, and Henry W. Sears and 
Thomas S$. Hodgson excused from further service. 

Mr. Freeman C. Coffin showed the plans he had made for 
the use of the Sewerage Committee, and read his report. 

Voted that the Selectmen be authorized to present the 
plans and report’ to the State Board of Health for their ap- 
proval. 

The Selectmen, Jared F. Alden and John A. Miller, were 
appointed to procure estimates of land damage and the right 
of way to lay the sewer to the filtration beds, and also the 
cost of land for filtration bed purposes, and report the same 
at a future meeting. 

May 17. The Chairman of the Sewer Committee reported 


that the State Board of Health would give a hearing on the 
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subject about June Ist. Until after that hearing no report, 
from the committee would be expedient. 

The clerk of the Schoolhouse Committee reported, recom- 
mending that the Union street schoolhouse be repaired, and 
that a two-room schoolhouse be built on a lot of land on the 
corner of Frank and Forest streets. 

Arthur H. Leonard, J. Addison Shaw and Charles N. At- 
wood were chosen a committee to repair the Union street 
schoolhouse, and six hundred and fifty dollars was appropri- 
ated for the purpose. 

A committee was charged with the duty of purchasing the 
lot and constructing a schoolhouse on it in accordance with 
the recommendations of the report. 

The sum of fifteen dollars was voted to the Moderator for 
his services, 

It was voted to assess sixty-nine thousand three hundred 
dollars ($69,300) in addition to the State and County tax, 
und to collect the same according to the by-laws.

SPECIAL MEETING, JUNE 24, 1899. 


Joseph E. Beals was chosen Moderator. 

As there were not enough voters present to form a quorum 
for the purpose of appropriating money, the meeting was ad- 
journed until Wednesday, June 28, at 8 P.M. 

JUNE 28, 1899.—M. H. Cushing, for the committee, re- 
ported that the proposed lot for a schoolhouse could not be 
purchased for thirteen hundred dollars, and that, rather than 
begin litigation, it would be expedient to pay the price asked, 
viz., fifteen hundred dollars. 
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A motion was made to sanction and confirm a contract 
made with the owners to buy the land for fifteen hundred 
dollars. While this motion was pending, the meeting ad- 
journed to meet in the same place at 8 p.m., July 5, 1899. 

JuLty 5, 1899.—At this meeting it was voted to join with 
Bridgewater in building a steel bridge at North Middleboro, 
across the Taunton River, and to leave the whole matter of 
building in the hands of the Selectmen. 

The Treasurer was authorized to hire six thousand dollars 
to pay for the bridge. 

The motion made by M. H. Cushing in the previous meet- 
ing was renewed and passed, and fifteen hundred dollars ap- 


propriated to pay for the lot. 


SpecIAL MEETING, SEPTEMBER 20, 1899. 


Warren H. Southworth was chosen Moderator. 

Five thousand dollars was the sum appropriated to pay 
for the schoolhouse now in process of construction, and the 
Treasurer was authorized to hire the money. 

Thirteen hundred dollars, appropriated to cover the ex- 
pense of the Sewer Committee, was authorized to be hired 
by the Treasurer, to be provided for in 1900. 

Twelve hundred dollars, appropriated for a brick stack at 
the electric light station, was to be hired by the Treasurer. 

The Selectmen were requested to publish, in the papers of 
the present week, a statement giving information as to liabili- 
ties of owners of real estate abutting on streets where sewers 
are now constructed or are to be constructed, provided 
Chap. 50 of the Public Statutes and Chap. 245 of the Acts 
of 1892 are adopted. Also to publish the estimated expense 
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of purchasing, or taking, the land for a sewer, and the con- 
struction of said sewer, as called for under the warrant for 
this meeting. 

The statements called for were published in the “News” 
and “ Gazette” of that week.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Middleboro: 

The School Committee herewith present for your consid- 
eration the report of the standing of the schools of the town 
for the year closing December 31, 1899. 

There have been an unusual number of changes and trans- 
fers of teachers, but we have not been called to meet the un- 
pleasant change of the successful principal of our High 
School. 

That our schools have more than maintained the position 
of one year ago and made some progress along general lines 
is due to ‘the watchful care and constant application of the 
Superintendent and those under his immediate supervision. 

The school buildings have been repaired and improved to 
the extent of the appropriation granted by the town, but are 
in some instances below the desired condition for school pur- 
poses. The prediction of your Committee made one year 
ago that “the good judgment of the town will provide in its 
own way for the exigency that must soon arise” has been 
fully justified in the erection of a very attractive, commodious 
and convenient building on Forest street, thereby relieving. 
the congested condition of the Union street building, which 
with some changes in-ventilation and sanitary regulations has 
been made to answer the immediate requirements of the State 


Inspector of Public Buildings, at a much less expenditure of 
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money than might have been required if a different attitude 
on the part of the town had been assumed. In these matters 
the town has shown “good judgment.” 

That our teachers are called to larger and more remunera- 
tive positions speaks well for the wisdom exercised in their 
selection, and also for the talent developed while engaged in 
the work of our schools. This may well be a subject of. 
thought for those who say “the teachers of our schools are 
paid too much.” Frequent changes in teachers, where they 
show ability and earnestness in their work, is a detriment to 
the pupils and a consequent injury to the schools, and should 
not be made unless for good and sufficient reasons. 

Our smaller schools are entitled to us good care and efh- 
cient teachers as the larger ones. In this connection it should 
be remembered that the teachers in the smaller schools have 
2a varied task to perform, sometimes having eight and nine 
grades of work to employ their time. It has been the aim 
of your Committee to deal as justly with the outside schools 
as with those at the Centre. 

The State Board of Education in their last annual report 
say: “Schools do not exist to furnish places for the relatives 
and friends of the appointing power or for the residents of a 
locality ; they exist for the welfare of the children and com- 
munity.” The welfare of the children and the good of the 
schools have been the actuating motives of your Committee 
in the selection of teachers for all the schools. 

In 1647 the Colony of Massachusetts Bay ordered that 
towns of 100 families should “maintain a grammar school, 
that is, a college fitting school.” This grammar school was 


for the teaching of Latin and Greek, not what we under- 
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stand by a grammar school in our midst. In 1677 Ply- 
mouth Colony enacted that “towns of 50 families may and 
towns of 70 families must keep a grammar school.” Thus 
early in our history was attention given to something more 
lhan commonplace education. To maintain this position, 
arly taken by our fathers, has been the pride of our town 
and the success of our pupils. 

Graduating from our High School, our pupils readily pass 
into the college course. This cannot be said truthfully of 
the schools of every town. With this good record regard- 
ing High School instruction, we must not spend all our 
energy and money in this direction, while 92 per cent. of 
the pupils in the State never enter the High School.  For- 
tunately, in this town we form an exception to the above 
statement, the per cent. being lower than the average for 
the Commonwealth. 

Your Committee, in closing their report, desire to again 
commend the co-operation of the home with the school. An 
improvement is visible in the visitation of parents and friends 
upon the sessions of the schools, and we gladly recognize 
the same. We, however, wish to suggest’a few things in 
addition, drawn from observation and investigation. 

1. To better the results of our schools a kindly and whole- 
some restraint should be exercised over the children in the 
home that excessive dissipation in social matters, bringing 
into the mind distracting thoughts injurious to the promo- 
tion of studious habits, may be avoided. 

2. A little system regarding hours for home study on the 


part of those pupils attending the one session school would 
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work to their advantage in improved scholarship, and form- 
ing the habit of having a time for all things. 

3. impressing upon the mind of the child that the school is 
to be first considered and other things regarded secondary, 
would advance the standing of education as a supreme pur- 
pose in the formative period of life. 

We commend these suggestions to your consideration, 
trusting they will receive- the attention they deserve, with 
the feeling your children are the first care and responsibility 
you have, and that your co-operation will be most heartily 
given to the efforts of the teachers, who give their best 
thought in behalf of the pupils under their care and 
instruction. 

In view of the fact that the opening of the new Forest 
Street school calls for an additional teacher and janitor, also 
fuel and incidentals, the following appropriations, in the judg- 


ment of the Committee, are needed for the schools:

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Comittee : 

In accordance with your requirements [ have the honor to 
present to you, and through you to the people of the town, 
my seventh annual report. It is the fifteenth in the series of 
annual reports of the Superintendent of Schools. 

About the middle of the year a circular letter was received 
from Hon. Frank A. Hill, Secretary of the State Board of 
Education, a portion of which reads as follows: 

“In the school returns to be made to the State Board of 
Education, on or before April 30, 1901, it is desired that 
school attendance data from every town and city shall cover 
the school year that ends in June, 1900. Towns and cities 
that can report on or before April 30, 1900, attendance data 
for the school year ending in June, 1899, or on or before 
April 30, 1899, attendance data for the school year ending in 
June, 1898, are requested to do so.” 

The desirability of basing the attendance returns of the 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth upon a uniform school 
year was very evident, and the action of the Committee in 
adopting this recommendation at the May meeting was both 
timely and wise. 


In the present report the attendance statistics are based 
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on the school year ending June 31, 1899, instead of Decem- 
ber 31, 1899, as would have been the case had the change in 
year not been made. This necessitated the duplicating in 
part statistics reported the year before. In future years this 
will not be necessary. 

The fiscal year ended in December as before.

Cost OF THE SCHOOLS PER PUPIL. 


The cost of schooling each pupil in the average member- 
ship of the schools, based on expenses exclusive of buildings 
and repairs, was $20.845. The cost in the State was $25.63, 
or $4.785 more than in the town. 


Trext-Books AND SUPPLIES. 


The total expenditure for text-books, stationery and school 
supplies, and printing and advertising, was $1.377 for each 
child in the average membership. The cost in the State was 


$1.50 for each child,— 12.3 cents more than in the town. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS. 


The amount expended for improvements and repairs was 
in excess of that of the year before, and may seem large. 
An examination of the school property, however, will reveal 


the fact that even more should have been done. While the .~ 
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condition of the property has been greatly improved during 
the last six years, much more has to be done before that 
ideal is reached which the Secretary of the State Board of 
Education has presented in his annual report. He writes: 
“School buildings should be the highest expression of san- 
itary and educational wisdom, as well as of civic pride.” 

The exterior of School Street schoolhouse was repaired 
and painted. ‘The West Side and Thomastown schoolhouses 
were also painted. The interior of the Green building was 
thoroughly repaired and painted. A concrete walk was laid 
from the street to the West Side building. New furnaces 
were installed at Union Street and West Side. Besides 
these, many minor improvements and repairs were made on 
all the buildings. 

At the annual town meeting a special appropriation was 
voted for connecting Union Street schoolhouse with the 
sewer, and for improving the ventilation of the schoolrooms. 
A special committee, consisting of Arthur H. Leonard, J. 
Addison Shaw and C. N. Atwood, was appointed at the same 
time to carry out the vote of the town. The improvements 
were made during the summer vacation in as thorough a 


manner as the appropriation would permit. 


Nrw SCHOOLHOUSE. 


In last year’s report attention was called to the unsatis- 
factory condition of Union Street schoolhouse, and to the 
fact that it was too small for the number of pupils in attend- 
ance. This condition was discussed in town meeting, and 
after long deliberation it was finally voted to build a new 


schoolhouse on Forest street. A special committee wis ap-

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pointed to put the vote of the town into effect. It consisted 
of the following members: George H. Shaw, M. H. Cush- 
ing, D. D. Sullivan, J. Addison Shaw, Arthur H. Leonard, 
Fred C. Sparrow, John C. Sullivan, W. A. Andrews, and 
W.C. Litchfield. Subsequently this committee chose a sub- 
committee, consisting of J. Addison Shaw, John C, Sullivan 
and Fred C. Sparrow, to attend to the details of the work. 

The building, after plans drawn by Hiram Whittenore, is 
a one-story wooden structure, 44 x 67 feet, and contains two 
schoolrooms, each 28 x 32 feet, two small teachers’ rooms, a 
large entrance hall in front with coat and hat rooms, and a 
small entrance hall in the rear. 

The schoolrooms are well lighted. The windows are 
massed on two sides of each room, making possible the seat- 
ing of the rooms in such a way as to admit the light from the 
left and rear of the pupils. “The color of the walls is a light 
green, and the ceilings are white. Each schoolroom is fur- 
nished with Eclipse adjustable desks and seats. Abundant 
blackboard surface is provided. 

The basement contains two furnaces and fuel and toilet 
rooms. Part of it is available for playrooms on stormy days. 

The building is well ventilated in an approved way. 

The style of architecture is a modified form of the Colonial, 
and approaches the old English in many particulars. The 
exterior walls as well as the roof are shingled, and are stained 
moss green. The trimmings are white. 

The building is well adapted for school purposes, and forms 
a notable addition to the best schoolhouses in the town. 
Much credit is due to the committee who had the building in 


charge for the good results obtained. 
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The building will be ready for occupancy at the beginning 
of the winter term in 1900. At a recent meeting of the 
School Committee it was decided to occupy both rooms, and 
that all pupils in grades 1 and 2 living between th ewesterly 
side of Pearl street and the railroad shall go to the new build- 
ing, while all others in those grades who have been attend- 
ing School Street school shall continue to do so. 

This action necessitates a number of changes. School 
Street school will have grades 1, 2, and 3, instead of grades 
1 and 2 as formerly, grade 3 having to be transferred from . 
Union Street school. The latter school will have grades 4, 
D, and 5 instead of grades 3, 4, D, and 5, as at present. These 
changes will reduce the number of pupils at Union Street by 


about sixty, thus relieving the overcrowded condition. 


ATTENDANCE. 


It is impossible to make a satisfactory comparison between 
the attendance statistics of the year just closed and those of 
former years, because the school year which this report 
covers closed in June instead of December as formerly. 

The whole number of pupils enrolled as reported is smaller 
than the year before. The number enrolled each month, 
however, was larger; besides, the average membership for 
the year was 21 larger. Had the year ended at the same 
time as the preceding one, the enrollment, it is safe to say, 
would have been larger. 

The percentage of attendance for all the schools was 91.77, 
and that for the State, 92. While the percentage for all the 
schools was .23 lower than that for the State, the percentage 


for the schools at the Centre was 2 higher. The low per- 
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centage in the suburban schools was largely due to the 
severity of the winter of 1898-99. 

The statistical table marked “ Exhibit B” gives the prin- 
cipal attendance statistics for the years 1892-98, and is re- 
printed because of its value for future reference. The year 
1898, the last one given in the table, was the last in the 


series of years ending December 31. 


TEACHERS. 


The number of teachers employed was 33. As usual a 
number of changes occurred in the teaching force. The re- 
signations during the year and at its close were as follows: 
Jennie Bennett, of the High School; John P. Arnold, prin- 
cipal, Annie A. Lovell and Flora L. Nickerson, of the Main 
Street Grammar, and Lucia A. Drake, of the Purchade. 
Last July Mary P. Stearns, teacher in the High School, and 
in October Carrie D. Peterson, principal of Union Street 
Grammar and Primary, resigned. 

It is a fact worth recording that each year the services of 
some of our best teachers are being sought for by schools 
other than our own. In many instances the higher salaries 
offered to the teachers prove too tempting, and we lose their 
valuable services. By this our schools are the losers, other 
schools the gainers. Then, too, we lose excellent teachers 
through other causes. 

To fill the positions made vacant by the resignation of 
successful teachers is not easy. If the schools are to be kept 
up to the standard attained, equally as good teachers as those 
leaving us must be secured. But simply maintaining the 


standard of the schools is not progress; it is simply keeping 


o> 
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them at a dead level. It has been our constant aim to in- 
crease their efficiency; hence, we try to fill all vacancies 
with even better teachers than those who leave us. The sal- 
aries which we pay make this extremely difficult and not 
always possible. 

In 1895 the policy was introduced making the successful 
completion of one of the courses of study of our High School 
and of the Teachers’ Training Class, or their equivalents, the 
minimum qualifications for entrance to the teaching force in 
the elementary schools. All appointments since that time 
have been in accordance with this requirement. The policy 
has met with the best of success, and no backward steps 
should be taken. 

The same qualifications have been required for teaching in 
the suburban schools as for those at the Centre, with the ex- 
ception that previous experience in teaching was not essential. 
When vacancies occurred in the schools at the Centre, the 
first question considered was: “Are there teachers in the 
suburban schools whose natural aptitude, health, presence, 
scholarship, professional training, skill in governing and 
teaching, and special fitness for the particular vacancies make 
them worthy of promotion?” If so, they were promoted ; 
if not, we looked elsewhere. 

The majority of our teachers are residents of the town. 
They owe their appointment, however, solely to the fact that 
they were thought as well qualified, and in many cases even 
hetter, than those non-residents who could have been secured 
at the salaries paid. On the other hand, whenever it became 
known that better non-resident than resident teachers could 


be secured for certain positions, it was done. This policy 
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has in no small measure contributed to the success and effi- 
ciency of our schools. 

The professional spirit of our teachers is commendable. A 
study of the reports made by them at the close of the fall 
term on the pedagogical books and periodicals read during 
the year is encouraging, and shows a healthy condition pro- 
fessionally. It has been the aim of a majority of the teachers 
to gain not only a better knowledge of methods and devices, 
but also a fuller and clearer understanding of the principles 
of education. Their work shows the benefits to be derived 
from such study. 

Many of our teachers, too, are improving their scholastic 
attainments by private study, private lessons, study clubs, or 
attendance at summer schools. This is commendable and 
augurs well for the schools; for, other things being equal, 
the more full and accurate the scholarship of the teacher, the 


better the teaching. 
TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


The teachers’ meetings inaugurated in 1893 have been con- 
tinued to the present time. They have attracted consider- 
able attention in outside educational circles, and have been 
favorably commented on. During the past year a number _ 
of requests for information regarding them has been received 
from persons engaged in educational work in different parts 
of the country. It has, therefore, seemed wise to present a 
more complete report at this time than in former years. 

Study, observation, and experience have led me to believe 
that successful teachers’ meetings may be had under the fol- 
lowing conditions : 


1. There must be an abiding faith in their value. 
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2. They must be conducted intelligently and wisely. This 
requires a superintendent who spends the necessary time, 
labor, and thought in needed preparation; who has an all- 
round pedagogical equipment ; who is in thorough touch with 
the best educational thought of the times ; and who is able to 
properly advise, wisely direct, stimulate, and inspire the 
teachers: in short, one who is a teacher of teachers and a 
leader in educational thought. 

3. The work should be carefully planned with reference to 
a definite aim and purpose. 

4, The local conditions and their needs should be studied, 
for these should largely determine the number and kind of 
meetings to be held, and their aim and purpose. 

5. The meetings should be made so valuable that teachers 
will attend with pleasure and heartily co-operate with the 
superintendent in his efforts to make them profitable. The 
teacher should feel the need of preparation for the meetings 
as well as the superintendent, and should take an active part 
in the discussions. 

The meetings in this town have been conducted with the 
conviction that they are an essential part of our system of 
public schools. Our chief purpose has been teacher improve- 
ment; for “the prepared teacher works in the light of edu- 
cational thought and experience of all the ages,” and this 
means pupil improvement. They have, therefore, been 
planned so as to contribute toward (1) increasing the teacher’s 
knowledge of the science and art of teaching, and of the 
needs of our schools in relation to the community and the 
social whole; (2) leading the teacher to read and think on 


the professional side of his work, and to keep abreast of the 
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times ; (3) increasing the teacher’s scholastic knowledge ; (4) 
creating higher ideals of the purpose of the schools ; (5) mak- 
ing co-operation closer; and (6) stimulating each one to his 
best efforts. The relation of the home to the school and the 
desirability of a closer union have been constantly kept in 
mind. 

Meetings have been held during the school months of the 
year as follows: General, principals’, and grade, monthly ; 
High School, weekly; Pedagogical Club, fortnightly. 

The general meetings were held either on the Friday even- 
ing following the first Thursday of each month, between the 
hours of 7.45 and 9.45, or on Saturday morning from 9.30 
to 11.30. The grade meetings were held ‘on school days 
from 4.15 to 5.30 p.M., except the suburban section, which 
met either before or atter the general meetings. The High 
School section met on school days for about one hour each 
week. 

For the grade meetings the teachers were divided into 
sections as follows: Primary grades, 1-3; lower grammar 
grades, 4-6; upper grammar grades, 7-9 ;; suburban, mixed 
grades. 

The programs of the general meetings were’ planned with 
the view of making them interesting and profitable to all the 
teachers. The work of a part of some of the meetings were 
based on articles in “ Educational Foundations.” 

Besides the part taken by the teachers and the Superin- 
tendent in the discussions, formal addresses were delivered 
as follows: Mr. John T. Prince, Ph. D., Agent of the State 
Board of Education, West Newton, on “The Developing 


Method of Teaching”; Mr. Walter Sampson, Principal of 
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the High School, on “ Education, the Nation’s Safeguard ” ; 
Mr. Joseph H. Crosby, of this town, on “ Oratory”; Miss 
Sarah L. Arnold, Supervisor of Schools, Boston, on “ Read- 
ing”; the Superintendent on “Mental Arithmetic,” “ His- 
tory,” “Teachers for the Times,” and “ Looking Beyond.” 

At the principals’ meetings the discussions dealt largely 
with questions of school organization and management and 
courses of study. A study of Tompkin’s School Manage- 
ment was made. 

The grade meetings were of a more special nature. In 
the consideration of questions, the grades represented and 
their needs were kept in mind. <A portion of the time was 
used by the Superintendent for giving comments based upon 
what he had observed in his visits to the schools; for giv- 
ing directions; for explaining the courses of study; and for 
answering questions. An informal discussion of live ques- 
tions formed an important feature of each meeting. At 
these meetings, too, the teachers gave their reports of visits 
to schools out of town. These were discussed, a feature 
which proved very valuable. Some years a part of the 
work of the meetings was based on the subject matter of a 
book on some phase of pedagogy. This had several advan- 
tages: 1. It made the work definite; 2. It required prepa- 
ration on the part of every one; 3. It led all to read and 
study pedagogical literature. 

The Pedagogical Club met in the High School assembly 
room from October to June, every other Monday evening 
between seven and eight o’clock. A study of Harris’s “ Psy- 
chologic Foundations of Education” has been made for some 


time with evident profit to all in attendance. 
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This Club was organized in the Superintendent’s office in 
October, 1893. Its objects are “the systematic study of 
pedagogics, and the promotion of the cause of popular edu- 
cation.” Attendance on the part of teachers is voluntary, 
and membership is open to all who are interested in edu- 


eation. Itisina flourishing condition. 


TEACHERS’ LIBRARY. 


In 1893 the collection of a teachers’ library was com- 
menced in the office of the Superintendent, and each year 
since new books have been added until it now numbers 190 
volumes. This does not include the large number of reports 
on file. From the beginning it has been thoroughly appre- 
ciated by the teachers and well patronized. The benefits 
which the schools receive indirectly from the library are far 


in excess of the small annual expenditure for new books. 


SPECIAL PuBLIG AFTERNOONS. 


In the middle of the year it was decided to have an exhibit 
of school work near the close of the spring term. The 
nature of the exhibit was made the subject for discussion at 
one of the grade meetings of each section. After due con- 
sideration the decision was made that special public after- 
noons would accomplish the purpose sought better than any 
other plan that was proposed. In the early part of June 
the following notice was prepared by me and published in 
the local papers : 

Special public afternoons will be given in the public 
schools as follows :— 


Central schools: West Side, Tuesday, June 13; School 
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Street, Wednesday, June 14; Union Street, Thursday, 
June 15; Main Street, Friday, June 16. 

Suburban schools : Nemasket, Wednesday, June 14; South 
Middleboro, Thursday, June 15; Pleasant Street, Plymouth 
Street, Thompsonville, Soule, Waterville, Green, Fall Brook, 
Thomastown, Highland, Rock, and Wappanucket, Friday, 
June 16. 

General exercises and classes in some of the regu- 
lar school work may be seen on the afternoons mentioned 
from 1.30 to 3 p.m. School work will be on exhibition 
from 1.30 to 5.380 p.m. In the High School, class work and 
an exhibit of school work may be seen on Friday, June 16, 
from 8.15 a.m. to 1.15 p.m. A cordial invitation is extended 
to the public to attend, and it is hoped that many will favor 
the schools with their presence. While every school day 1s 
a public day and visitors are always welcome and desired, 
special opportunity will be afforded on these afternoons to 
see some of the regular work of the schools. 

The success of the experiment exceeded our expectations. 
Over 500 persons visited the schools at the Centre, while 
several hundred more visited the suburban schools. Besides 
the interest manifested by the visitors in the exhibits of work 
in drawing, writing, 


and arithmetic, which were attractively displayed on the 


nature study, composition, geography, 


walls and tables, there was a commendable interest shown in 
the drills in music and physical culture, in rhetoricals, and 
in regular recitations in some of the other subjects. 

The visitors were warm in their praise of what they saw 
and heard, and much credit is due to the teachers and pupils, 


who were unsparing in their efforts to make the affair a suc 
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cess. It is not too much to say that the work as a whole 
was very creditable. 

The benefits derived from these special afternoons are 
many. They give teachers and school officials an excellent 
idea of the quality of the work done in the schools as a whole ; 
they give the public an opportunity to learn what the public 
schools are doing, and correct possible false impressions ; 
they increase the interest in the schools; and they serve to 
bring the home and the school closer together, a condition 
which it should be our constant aim to foster. Special public 


afternoons should be made a regular feature of our work. 


Hicu ScHoou. 


This institution has had a successful year. In some re- 
spects it is stronger to-day than at any time in its history. 
The spirit of the school is growing better from year to year. 

At the beginning of the spring term the chemical labora- 
tory was moved from the basement to the newly prepared 
room on the third floor of the building. Better facilities and 
more healthful surroundings were thus provided for this 
work. 

I wish to renew my recommendation of the last two years 
that a commercial course be added to our High School cur- 
riculum. [am more firmly convinced than ever that such 
action would increase the usefulness of this institution many 
times. 

Commerce plays to-day a very important part in the life of 
the world. The value of the right kind of training for busi- 
ness activity has long been recognized by the commercial! 


world, and this is felt more now than at any previous time. 
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Many of the pupils after leaving the public schools enter 
upon commercial pursuits, or upon activities in which a 
knowledge of business transactions proves very helpful. It 
is not strange, therefore, that the idea that public high 
schools should offer the means of a special education for 
mercantile and business life is rapidly gaining ; and that as a 
result commercial courses have been either added to the cur- 
riculum of many of the high schools of the country, or, as in 
some places, commercial high schools established. 

One objection frequently urged against this phase of edu- 
cational work is that the commercial courses in the high 
schools are generally very much inferior to the other courses, 
both in quantity and quality. This is undoubtedly true in 
some cases, but not in all, and need not necessarily be in 
any. If the commercial course is made equivalent to and co- 
ordinate with the other courses, and is so planned as to afford 
a liberal training at the same time that it prepares the pupils 
for business activity, the objection loses its force. It is such 
a course that I have in mind for our High School-as_ best 
giving that training which will fit its students for intelligent 
and useful citizenship, as well as for business life. 

If a commercial course is added, another room will have 
to be provided, for all the rooms now available are in use. 
A room could be prepared on the third floor of the building. 
This, however, should be looked upon as a temporary 
measure only; for if the High School continues to grow, it 
will only be a question of a few years when a new building 
will become a necessity. Then, too, an additional teacher 
will have to be secured to teach the commercial branches. 
Under present conditions, however, the school should have 
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one more teacher. It is barely possible that a small part of 
the time of the commercial teacher would be available for 
other work, thus giving some relief to the other departments. 

The establishment of a commercial course means increased 
expenditures, but it is my belief that the increased usefulness 
of the school would more than compensate this. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the principal’s re- 
port. (See Exhibit C.) | 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


The work in these schools as a whole was better botb in 
quantity and quality than in former years. The course of 
study was enriched to the extent that seemed practicable. 
Earnest efforts were made to adapt the work to the powers 
and needs of the individual pupil. The spirit in the schools 
continued to be excellent. 

The promotion examination in grade 9 was discontinued, 
the same having been done in the other grades in 1893. 

Owing to a change of teachers, the departmental plan ot 
teaching in grades 7, 8, and 9 was thoroughly tested, but 
with excellent results. 

Intermedial writing was introduced into the schools in 
1895. The results thus far have been so satisfactory that no 
change is desirable. 

Music and drawing continue to be taught fairly well with- 
out special supervision. The results in drawing are much 
better than those in music. We need a supervisor of music. 

Spelling. 

Spelling has always been considered an important subject 

in the common school curriculum, and to-day its importance 
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is more generally recognized than at any previous time. 
While one may not receive much credit for being a good 
speller, it is quite generally considered a disgrace to be a 
poor one. Many a person’s chances for success have been 
seriously impaired because of poor spelling. The assertion 
that bad spelling marks the ignorant man is not wholly false. 
The inability of an educated person to spell well is certainly 
not a laughing matter. That there always has been too 
much poor spelling is true, and that this is so at the present 
time, only in a less degree abundant evidence on every 
hand proves. Much of the blame for this condition is laid 
by the public at the doors of the public schools. How 
often is the accusation heard that too many of the children 
who leave the public schools are deficient in spelling! The 
public, however, is not alone in this. Many school men feel 
that the results in spelling, in general, are not commensurate 
with the time and attention which the subject receives, and 
are trying to solve the problem of better spelling. While 
methods of teaching the subject have always received some 
attention, recent years have shown a marked increase in in- 
terest in this phase of the subject. 

The teaching of spelling has passed through different 
stages, but it is not my purpose to enter into a discussion of 
these. 

Close observation of the work done in our schools for : 
number of years convinced me that the results were far from 
satisfactory. Three years ago I began to study the investi- 
gations which had been made on spelling for the purpose of 
obtaining knowledge that might prove helpful in determin- 
ing the best methods of teaching the subject. Those made 
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by and under the direction of Dr. Edward R. Shaw, Dean 
of the School of Pedagogy, New York University, interested 
me the most, and seemed to possess the greatest value. The 
main conclusion which Dr. Shaw drew from a study of the 
results of the investigations was as follows: “Learning to 
spell is largely a matter of association, and in teaching spell- 
ing the more sense avenues from which elements can be com- 
plicated the stronger are the resulting associations formed, 
and the more easily will those associations rise under call, 
for the simple reason that there are more clues for their re- 
vival. The greater the number of complicated elements, the 
easier will the association rise in consciousness under recall, 
and the easier will it be to hold it there for reproduction.” 

My own observation and study led me to believe that the 
foregoing was the true theory regarding leaning to spell, and 
that the method of teaching the subject which would prove 
most productive of good results must be based on this theory. 

I then determined to bring our methods of teaching in 
accord with this theory. Since the eye, the ear, and the 
motor mechanism connected with speech, and that which lies 
in the hand and arm, form four strong sense avenues from 
which elements can be complicated, these were therefore 
appealed to in spelling. The pupils were taught to study a 
word not only with the eye, but with the ear, voice, and 
hand. The plan which has been generally followed is as fol- 
lows: 

1. The preparation of the lessons is both oral and written. 
The pupils (1) carefully observe the form of each word — 
letters, syllables, and as a whole; (2) pronounce it; (3) 


spell it by syllables, pronouncing each syllable in its order, 
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and in its right connection with all the syllables which pre- 
cede; (4) write it, and (5) compare it with the word copied. 

2. The recitation is both oral and written, oral spelling pre- 
ceding written. Each word is assigned by the teacher, the 
pupil (1) pronounces it distinctly, and (2) spells it as in 
oral preparation. After all the words have been spelled in 
this way, they are dictated by the teacher and written from 
memory by the pupils. 

Three years ago the method was tried in a few schools. 
The results were such as to warrant its introduction into all 
the schools. It is now more than a year since this was done, 
and the results are very good. The pupils not only spell 
better, but they can learn the spelling of new words more. 
quickly and easily than formerly. It has given them practice 
in clear and exact articulation and pronunciation, and in- 
creased power in determining the pronunciation of new 
words. The results have been so satisfactory that we shall 
continue the method. The course in spelling is found in 
Exhibit G. , 


ScHOOL ADORNMENT. 


The work of beautifying the schoolrooms by the teachers 
and pupils was continued. I wish to repeat what I said in 
last year’s report on this subject : 

What grand opportunities are here offered for private 
munificence! Suitable pictures and other works of art given 
to the schools by private individuals, or the means for 
securing such, will not only encourage teachers and pupils, 
but the silent influence which will go forth will become 
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manifest in a higher appreciation of beauty and in pure and 
sweeter lives. 

In conclusion, [ wish to thank all who have helped to 
make the year’s work pleasant and profitable; the teachers 
for their hearty co-operation and support; and the School | 
Committee for their continued confidence and generous sup- 
port.

Mr. A. J. Jacoby, Superintendent of Schools: 

Dear Sir,—In accordance with my custom, I hereby sub- 
mit the following brief report of the High School. I feel 
that the school has had a successful year. Its increase in 
numbers has been quite marked, and the interest of pupils 
to improve the educational advantages offered them has, as a 
whole, been very noticeable. 

The one-session plan has been in operation for two terms. 
I believe that the venture has proved a success. In almost 
all cases, so far as I can learn, it is highly satisfactory to 
parents, and very popular among the students. I am con- 
vinced that the results in the line of mental acquirement are 
fully as good as under the old system. The advantages of 
this plan, which I advocated in my last report, have been 
“fully realized. 

The High School is fast outgrowing its accommodations, 
and the time is not far distant when a new High School 
building will be necessary, or more room must be allotted it 
in the building it now occupies. Some of the classes are too 
large to work at a good advantage, and should be divided. 
This is impossible, as every teacher, including the Principal, 
has classes during all the periods of the session. I believe 
it would add to the efficiency of the school, if the Prinaipal 
had one or two periods in which to become better acquainted 
with the work of the other departments, and thus be able to 
offer suggestions to the other members of the teaching force. 
Unity in school work, which is so essential to secure the best 


results, would be made possible to a greater degree. 
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The Literary Society connected with the school has had 
another successtul year. The interest of the students in 
maintaining it, and their appreciation of the benefits derived 
from it, have been well shown by the large attendance at the 
meetings, and by the readiness and*success with which so 
many have participated in debate and extemporaneous speak- 
ing. It is one of the most useful accomplishments for one . 
to be able to express his thoughts clearly and naturally while 
on his feet before his mates. 

Proper decoration of the walls of the school-room add 
much to the inspiration of the pupil. A large solar print, 
entitled “The Bridge of St. Angelus,” a scene on the Tiber, 
has recently been hung in the assembly-room as a companion 
piece for the Venetian scene which was purchased some time 
ago. Both these pictures, together with some physical ap- 
paratus, were purchased with the proceeds of the Whitman 
High School vs. Middleboro High School literary. contest. 
A small balance still remains in the treasury. 

The inclination of our students to continue their education 
after finishing their High School course was still further em- 
phasized by our graduating class of last June. The class 
numbered 15. Of these, 12 are continuing their studies as 
follows: In Wellesley, 1; University of Pennsylvania, 1; 
Dartmouth, 2; Harvard, 1; Cambridge Latin School, 1: 
Institute of Technology, 2; Burdett Business College, 1; 
Bridgewater State Normal School, 2; Teachers’ Training 
Class, 2. Two post-graduate students also entered the In- 
stitute of Technology. 


Our graduating class of next June numbers 22 —9 boys

and 13 girls. This will be the largest class ever oraduated 
from the High School.

COURSE OF STUDY IN SPELLING. 


Introduction. 

Learning to spell is largely a matter of association, and in 
teaching spelling the more sense avenues from which elements 
can be complicated, the stronger are the resulting associations. 
formed and the more easily will those associations rise under 
call, for the simple reason that there are more clues for their 
revival. The greater the number of complicated elements, the 
easier will the association rise in consciousness under recall 
and the easier will it be to hold it there for reproduction.--- 
Prof. Edward R. Shaw. 

It is believed that the foregoing is the true theory regard- 
ing learning to spell, and that the method of teaching the 
subject which will prove most productive of good results 
must be based on this theory. 

The eye, the ear, and the motor mechanism connected with 
speech and that which lies in the hand and arm form four 
strong sense avenues from which elements can be compli- 
cated, and they should, therefore, be appealed to in teaching 
spelling. 

The spelling in grades 1-6 is to be oral and written; in 
grades 7-9, mainly written. 

In the oral spelling of words, both in preparation and in 
recitation, each word should be pronounced at the beginning, 
then spelled by syllables, pronouncing each syllable in its 
order and in its right connection with all the syllables which 


~ 
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precede. Careful attention should be given to distinctness 
of articulation and correctness of pronunciation. 

In written spelling the words should be used singly und 
frequently in sentences. In grades 1 and 2 easy sentences 
and separate words should be copied and then written from 
dictation ; in grade 3, short paragraphs, sentences, and sep- 
arate words. ‘Teachers should insist upon neatness and care 
in writing. 

The dictation exercises, consisting of sentences and para- 
graphs, should be varied and progressive, interesting and in- 
structive. Literary gems should be frequently used. At- 
tention should be given to the thought, the choice and forms 
of words, and punctuation and use of capitals, as well as ‘to 
correctness of spelling. 

Drills should be given on the words misspelled in the reg- 
ular spelling lessons, and on the words generally misspelled 
in the written work in each of the several branches of study. 

An intelligent use of the dictionary should be secured 
above grade 4.

FOR THE 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To BE HELD IN THE Town Hatyt, Monpay, Marcn 5, 1900. 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers. The fol- 
lowing officers to be voted for on one ballot, viz. : one Town 
Clerk, one Treasurer, one Collector of Taxes, thirteen Con- 
stables, three Fish Wardens, one Auditor, three Fence View- 
ers and one Tree Warden, all for one year each; one Select- 
man, one Assessor for three years ; one Overseer of the Poor 
for three years; three Trustees of the Public Library, all for 
three years each; two members of the School Committee, 
each for three years; one member of the Municipal Light 
Board for three years, and one member of the Board of 
Health for three years. The polls for the election of these 
officers will be open at half-past eight o’clock a.m., and will 
not be closed before two o’clock P.M. 

Art. 3. To vote by ballot, “Yes” or “No,” in answer to 
the question: “Shall licenses be granted for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors in this town?” 

Art. 4. To raise such sums of money by tax or otherwise 


as may be necessary to defray the expenses of the town for 
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the current year, appropriate the same, and to act on any- 
thing in relation to the assessment and collection of taxes for 
the year. 

Art. 5. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to hiring money in anticipation of taxes the present year, or 
for any other purpose. 

Art. 6. To hear the reports of any of the officers or com- 
mittees of the town, and act thereon. . 

Art. 7. To allow accounts against the town or act thereon. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote that tbe yards of per- 
sons chosen Field Drivers shall be town pounds so long as they 
remain in office, provided they shall be chosen pound keepers. 

Art. 9. To dispose of the money received for “ dog licenses ” 
and all other licenses the present year, and act thereon. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will pay the expense of a night 
watch in the Four Corners Village, and act thereon.

eight hours a day’s work for town employees, and act thereon. 
(By reqnest. ) 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Town 
Hall Committee to grant the free use of the Town Hall, for 
the purpose of holding public meetings for the discussion of 
political questions, by any political organization in the Town 
of Middleborough, upon petition signed by twenty-five resi- 
dent voters of said town, and act thereon. (By request.) 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to furnish scholastic 
gowns and caps for the use of the graduating class in the 
grammar, and in the high schools, and appropriate money 
for the same, and act thereon. (By request. ) 

Art. 20. To see if the town will accept and confirm the 
action of the Selectmen in laying out Star Avenue, as per 
report of the Selectmen on file with the Town Clerk. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to accept Chapter

Tinkham, Louis Ritter, Jerusha Deane, Ferdinand Langrebe 
and heirs of Philander Washburn to the land described in 
Article 22 of this warrant, in accordance with a “Plan of 
Middleborough Sewerage System,” by Freeman C. Coffin, 
civil engineer, now on record with the Clerk of the Town of 
Middleborough, and act anything thereon. 

Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to adopt any or all 
of the provisions of Chapter 50 of the Public Statutes, and 
any or all of the provisions of Chapter 245 of the Acts of 
the year 1892, and any amendment thereto, and act anything 
thereon. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to extend the side- 
walk on the east side of Town House avenue from Baptist 
Church to Main street, and appropriate a sum of money to 
pay for curbing and concreting the same, and act thereon.

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Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to instruct its Se- 
lectmen to establish grades for the streets within the fire dis- 
trict, and act anything thereon. (By request.) 

Art. 27. To see if the town will accept an act passed by 
the legislature of this year, entitled “An Act to better de- 
fine the limits of the Middleborough Fire District,” and act 


thereon.
